Your  courteous  note  of  8th  October  last,  comnmnica'ting 
tlie  request  of  your  Committee  that  a  copy  of  tlie  Address  at  the  dedica- 
tion of  Meniorial  Hall,  be  fiirnislied  for  publication,  was  duly  received. 
I  have  delayed  making  an}'  formal  reply,  because  it  has  been  understood 
l>y  the  Committee,  that  their  request  ^vouid  be  acceded  to,  so  soon  as 
the  Address  could  be  properly  prepared  Avith  notes  for  publication. 

It  fccemed  to  me  that  the  historical  value  of  the  Address  would  be 
much  enhanced  if  the  municipal  acts  of  the  town,  and  the  associated 
eH'orts  of  individuals,  during  the  war,  which  are  only  alluded  to,  could 
be  given  more  at  length  in  an  appendix. 

I  have  also,  with  the  valuable  aid  of  John  D.  Coub,  Esq.,  late  Adju- 
ta)it  of  the  TJiirty-Eifth  Mass.  Infantry,  undertaken  to  give  the  record 
of  tliose  claiming. a  connection  with  Dedham,  who  entered  tlie  military 
anO  naval  service  during  the  war.  The  investigation  and  labor  of  this 
latter  undertaking  has  caused  some  delay,  but  which  has  been  justified 
by  the  result,  as  I  trust.  This  record,  tliough  it  may  be  found  incom- 
plete, lias  been  made  as  accurate  as  known  sources  of  reliable  information 
cuuld  ujake  it,  and  perhaps  Avill  be  found  valuable  for  future  reference.

MEMOEIAL  HALL. 


At  an  adjourned  legal  meeting  of  tlie  inhabitants  of  tlie 
town  of  Dedliam,  qnalified  to  vote  in  Town  aflairs,  licld  at 
the  Town  llonsc,  in  Dedliam,  on  the  seventh  day  of  'Mny, 
A.  D.  18GG,  in  pnrsuance  of  a  vote  passed  at  meeting  of 
April  5,  1SG6,  it  was  voted — 

1.  That  the  town  of  Dcdham  cause  to  be  erected  a  building,  to  be 
called  "  INIemorial  Hall;"  the  outer  walls  of  the  edifice  to  be  constructed 
chiefly  of  Dedliam  granite,  and  the  said  building  to  be  placed  on  the  lot 
of  land  bounding  on  Church,  High,  and  Centre  Streets,  in  Dedham  vil- 
lage, recently  owned  by  Charles  Coolidge,  if  the  same  shall  be  given  and 
conveyed  to  the  town  for  snch  use. 

The  objects  for  which  said  building  shall  be  erected,  are — 

First — To  i)rovide  a  suitable  place  for  the  transaction  of  all  the 
public  business  of  the  town. 

Second — To  provide  a  suitable  memorial  of  the  soldiers  of  Dedham, 
who  died  in  the  service  of  our  country  during  the  late  war  or  rel)eHion. 

The  said  building  shall  contain  a  hall  and  other  stiitable  rooms,  suf- 
ficient for  tlie  present  and  prospective  mtniicipal  uses  of  the  town,  and 
•also  shall  signify  in  some  prominent  and  enduring  form,  its  design  to 
peri)etuate  the  names  and  memory  of  those  who  yielded  their  lives  in 
the  military  service  of  our  country  during  the  late  war. 

2.  Voted,  That  a  liuilding  Committee,  to  consist  of  tive,  be  chosen  by 
the  town  at  this  meeting,  to  carry  out  these  objects;  the  said  Committee 
to  have  full  authority,  in  l)ehalf  of  the  town,  to  procure  and  adopt  a  plan 
and  spcciiical  ions  for  such  building,  and  to  contract  for  and  superintend 
the  eri'ction  of  tlie  same,  until  its  completion;  but  any  contracts,  in 
pursuance  tliercof,  may  be  made  at  such  time,  within  twelve  months,  as 
said  Committee  shall  deem  most  advantageous  for  the  interests  of  the 
town. 

3.  Voted,  Tliat  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
/  men,  be  authorized  to  borrow,  in  behalf  of  the  town,  a  sum  not  cxceed- 
.  ing  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  in  procuring  plans  and 
H  speciiications,  and  in  the  construction  and  completion  of  said  Intilding; 
and  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  jniy  over  the  same  to  said 
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Building  Committee  iipou  their  \vritteii  order,  or  the  written  order  of  a 
majoi-ity  thereof,  at  such  times  and  in  such  sums  as  they  may  require 
therefor. 

A  Building  Committee  were  eliosen  in  pursuance  of  the 
foregoing"  vote,  consisting  of  the  following  persons  ;  Waldo 
Colbarn,  Augustus  B.  Endicott,  William  xlmes,  2d,  Addison 
Boyden,  and  :Merrill  D.  Ellis. 

The  sum  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  vote  of  the  town,  ^v^m  raised  l)y  the  volun- 
tary subscriptions  of  citizens,  nearly  all  of  whom  were  resi- 
dents of  Dedham  village  at  that  time.  Their  names  appear 
in  the  deed  of  conveyance,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  :

Voted,  That  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
nu'n.  })o  authorized  to  borrow,  in  behalf  of  the  town,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing Twelve  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  in  completing  the  construc- 
tion of  Meiiiorial  Hall,  and  grading  the  lot,  and  that  the  Treasurer  bo 
authorized  to  pay  over  the  same  to  the  building  committee  of  said  Hall, 
upon  tlie  written  order  of  a  majority  of  said  Committee,  at  such  times 
and  in  such  sums  as  they  may  require  therefor. 
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The  following  is  a  brief  clcscriptio]i  of  the  building  : — ; 

The  design,  which  was  by  Messrs.  "Ware  &  Van  Brunt,  Architects, 
of  Boston,  recalls  the  provincial  town  halls  of  England,  in  outline  and 
general  character,  and  is  carried  out  in  the  peculiar  warm,  yellow  granite 
of  the  neighborhood,  relieved  by  bands  of  blue  Quincy  granite.  Its  main 
exterior  dimensions  are  104  by  Gi  feet  on  the  ground,  with  an  elevation 
of  34  feet  to  the  cornice,  and  85  feet  to  the  summit  of  the  tower,  which 
surmounts  the  middle  divisioji  of  the  front  on  Centre  street.  On  this 
front,  in  the  most  conspicuous  place  over  the  main  entrance,  is  inserted 
a  large  tablet  of  Quincy  granite,  decorated  with  oak  leaves  and  a  crown 
of  laurels,  and  bears  this  inscription  : —

In  the  main  vestibule,  from  whicli  stairs  to  the  right  and  left  conduct 
to  the  hall  above,  in  a  broad  niche  facing  the  entrance,  are  five  marble 
tablets  in  a  Gothic  frame- work  of  black  walnut.  The  central  tablet,  which 
is  enriched  by  a  carved  canopy  supported  by  columns,  bears  this  in- 
scription : —

Opening  from  the  vestibule  are  the  Selectmen's  room  on  the  right, 
and  the  Post  Office  on  the  left.  The  rest  of  the  first  iloor  is  for  the 
present  to  be  occupied  by  three  stores  on  High  street.  The  main  hall  on 
the  second  floor  is  56  by  90  feet,  with  a  balcony  at  the  entrance  and  an 
ample  stage  opposite,  from  which  there  is  ready  retirement  to  four  com- 
mittee rooms,  all  of  which  are  accessible  from  Church  street  l)y  a  private 
entrance  and  staircase.  The  hall  is  capable  of  accommodating  one 
thousand  people.  It  is  in  contemplation  to  give  additional  finish  to  the 
hall  by  decorating  its  walls  and  ceiling  in  colors.  The  interior  work 
throughout  is  of  chestnut. 
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The  following  correspondence  explains  the  intentions  of 
the  donor,  in  placing  the  copy  of  "  Stuart's  Equestrian  Por- 
trait of  A^^ashington"  in  the  Ilall,  and  the  condition  on  which 
the  same  was  accepted  b}^  the  Selectmen  : —

Gciitlemc)}, — I  desire  to  hang  in  its  appropriate  place,  in  the  "Memo- 
orial  Hall,"  soon  to  be  cledicated,  a  copy  of  Stuart's  large  painting  of 
Wasliington,  in  Funeiiii  Hall,  Boston,  which  ivas  executed  by  niy  late 
husband,  Alvan  Eisher,  many  years  since. 

It  may  not  l)c  deemed  improper  for  me  to  say,  as  showing  the  paint- 
ing to  be  wortliy  of  so  conspicuous  a  place,  that  competent  judges  who 
were  familiar  with  the  celebrated  original,  have  commended  this  copy  as 
possessing  many  of  its  merits.  Among  these  I  may  mention  the  late 
Hon.  Samuel  A.  Eliot,  who,  as  Mayor  of  Boston,  in  a  letter  now  in  ray 
possession,  speaks  of  it  '"as  faithful  to  the  spirit  and  character  of  the 
original." 

The  painting  is  in  excellent  preservation,  having  always  been  care- 
fully kept,  and  is  mounted  in  a  suitable  frame. 

In  thus  placing  this  painting  in  "  jMemorial  Hall,"  it  should  be  under- 
stood that  my  desire  and  intention  is,  that  it  shall  remain  there  as  per- 
manentl}'  belonging  to  the  Hall,  and  not  subject  to  be  removed.  I  should 
desire,  therefore,  if  you  accept  my  proposnl,  that  so  far  as  this  purpose 
can  now  be  secured  by  tlie  terms  of  its  acceptance,  you  should  so  signify 
on  behalf  of  the  town. 

As  the  picture  presents  Washington  standing  amid  the  smoke  of 
battle,  and  as  it  was  executed  by  one  who  sincerely  believed  in  the  cause 
of  the  country,  during  the  late  conflict,  though  not  permitted  to  see  its 
glorious  issue,  I  am  assured  it  cannot  be  regarded  otherwise  than  as 
approi)riate,  in  an  edifice  erected  to  commemorate  our  fallen  soldiers.

At  a  meeting  of  citizens,  called  1)Y  the  Selectmen,  at  the 
ToAvn  Hall,  on  Thursday  evening,  August  loth,  18()8,  for 
the  purpose  of  choosing  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  for 
the  dedication  of  ]\Iemorial  Hall,  Ezra  W.  Taft  Avas  chosen 
Chairman,  and  John  Cox,  Jr.,  Secretary.  A  Committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose  reported  the  following  list,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  : 

■  Ezra  AV.  Taft,  Samuel  E.  Pond,  J.  Bradford  Baker,  Ben- 
jamin Weatherbee,  and  John  Cox,  Jr.,  constituting  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  following  citizens  :  Eliphalet 
Stone,  AVilliam  Bullard,  Thomas  Sherwin,  Jr.,  Henry  Onion, 
William  J.  Wallace,  Ephi-nim  l\o1)erts,  Charles  E.  Lewis, 
Samuel  H.  Cox,  A.  B.  Endicott,  Ellery  C.  Daniell,  Henry 
O.  Hildreth,  Addison  Boydcn,  Sanford  Carroll.  Elij^halet 
Stone  having  declined  to  act  on  the  Conunittee  of  Ai'range- 
mculs,  owing  to  ill  health,  Thomas  L.  AVakelield  Avas  unan- 
imously chosen  to  till  the  vacancy. 

At  a  sul)se([nent  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Arrange- 
ments, Ezra  W.  Taft  was  chosen  Chairman,  and  Samuel  H. 
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Cox,  Secretary.  Fisher  A.  Baker,  of  New  York,  a  native 
of'Dedham,  and  fornierl}^  Adjutant  of  the  Eighteenth  Mass. 
Infantry,  and  who  served  with  that  Regiment  dnring  its 
term  of  service,  "was  invited  to  deliver  tlie  Address  at  the 
Dedication  of  tlie  Hall,  hut  owinii;  to  husiness  en<!:af>:enicnts, 
he  declined  the  invitation.  The  Committee  then  unani- 
mously invited  Erastiis  Worthington  of  Dedliam  to  perform 
the  duty,  who  accepted  the  invitation.  Tuesday,  29th  Scp- 
temher,  was  fixed  upon  as  the  day  for  the  dedication.  Ezra 
Taft  having  peremptorily  declined  the  invitation  of  the 
Committee  to  act  as  President  of  the  day,  Acklison  Boyden 
was  chosen  to  that  position. 

At  a  nieetino;  of  the  Committee  of  Arramrcments,  held 
after  the  dedication  of  the  hall,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Wortliington  for  his  patriotic  and  eloquent  address  was 
unanhnously  adopted,  and  the  Chairman  was  instructed  to 
ask  a  co])y  for  publication. 

William  BuUard,  Henry  O.  Hildi-eth,  and  John  Cox,  Jr., 
wei'c  ai)])ointed  a  Committee  to  })repare  a  report  of  the  ex- 
ercises for  the  press,  and  to  superintend  its  publication, 
after  Avhich  the  Committee  was  dissolved. 


Upon  the  day  of  the  dedication,  Septeml)er  29,  1868,  the 
hall  was  decorated  by  Lam])rcll  &  ]\Lirble  of  Boston.  From 
the  centre  piece  in  the  ceiling,  bunting  radiated  to  all  parts 
of  the  hall,  the  sides  of  which  were  draped  with  the  stars 
and  stripes,  and  the  windoAvs  Avere  festooned  with  various 
national  emblems.  The  gallery  over  the  main  entrance  was 
decorated  with  llags  tastefully  looped  up,  and  in  the  centre 
was  a  shield  bearing  the  inscription  "  Honor  and  gratitude 
to  the  defenders  of  our  country,"  while  on  either  side  were 
the  shields  of  the  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

The  marble  tal)lets  in  the  vestibule  were  appropriately 
ileeorated  with  a  border  of  lilies,  salvias  and  gladiolas, 
judiciously  interspersed  with  oak  and  beech  leaves,  the 
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tasteful  and  tender  tribute  of  tlic  ladies  to  the  memory  of 
the  dead. 

.  At  half-past  one  o'clock  a  procession  Avas  formed  at  Tem- 
perance Hall,  and  marched  through  Court  and  Norfolk 
Streets,  Franklin  Square,  School  Street,  Village  Avenue, 
Chestnut  and  High  Streets  to  the  Hall.  The  following  was

After  appropriate  music  by  Gilmore's  Band,  the  following 
introductory  remarks  were  made  by  Addison  Boy  den,  Esq., 
the  President  of  tlie  day  : — 

The  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  these  services  have  assigned  to 
me  the  duty  of  presiding  on  tliis  occasion. 

Citizens  of  Dedham — it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  yon  to 
this  ]Vremorial  Hall,  which  has  been  erected  by  you  to  perpetuate  the 
names  of  the  "Sons  of  Dedham  who  fell,  representing  her  in  defence  of 
the  Union,  in  the  war  of  tlie  rebellion,  18G1-1SG5,  and  in  whose  honor  she 
has  erected  this  hall."  To  yon,  kindred  of  the  departed  dead,  we  extend 
the  first  welcome  to-day.  As  your  ofiering  to  the  cause  of  liberty  and 
patriotism,  you  gave  your  husbands,  your  sons,  your  brothers;  and  we 
have  chl'^eled  their  names  in  enduring  marble,  to  be  consecrated  to-day 
to  their  memory.  Accept  this  oflt-ring  of  your  fellow  townsmen,  and 
join  us  in  tliese  services,  with  a  chastened  joy,  as  you  read  thuir  cherished 
names  through  your  tears. 

Our  soldiers  we  welcome  to  this  hall.  It  is  the  best  tribute  we  hav-e 
to  otfer  you,  as  an  enduring  monument  to  the  valor  of  yonr  deceased 
comrades.  May  yonr  visit  to  these  tablets  deepen  your  reverence  for 
their  heroism,  and  inspire  you  with  a  more  ardent  devotion  to  the  cause 
in  which  they  fell,  and  a  stronger  love  for  the  country  which  still  de- 
mands your  loyalty. 

Citizens  of  Dedham — a  hearty  welcome  is  extended  to  you  all  to  the 
services  of  this  occasion,  and  to  this  memorial  hall  which  you  have 
reared.  As  you  read  the  names  of  your  noble  sons,  who  speak  to  you 
to-day  i'wun  tlie  marble  below,  may  your  own  patriotism  be  quickened, 
and  your  reverence  for  tlie  great  principles  which  underlie  as  a  founda- 
tion all  good  government,  be  deepened  and  strengthened. 

Prayer  was  then  otVered  l)y  Rev.  George  Hill,  Pastor  of  the 
Universalist  Church,  South  Dedliam. 

Tlie  Peport  of  tlie  Ihiiklinii:  Committee  was  brietly  made 
by  its  Chairman,  Waldo  Colburn,  Esq.,  and  the  keys  were 
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delivered  to  Ezra  W.  Taft,  Esq.,  Cliairmaii  of  the  Board  of 
Seleetmen,  ^vho  responded  as  follows  : — 

Mr.  Cliairman — lu  behalf  of  the  Selectmen,  Avhom  I  represent,  and  in 
behalf  of  the  town  of  Dedhani,  we  accept  from  your  hands  the  trust  now 
confided  to  us.  I  am  directed  to  bear  our  united  testimony  to  the 
eminently  successful  manner  in  M  hich  you  have  performed  your  duty, 
and  would  most  cordially  thank  you  for  it.  The  magnitude  of  the  build- 
ing, its  monumental  and  memorial  character,  and  the  various  uses  for 
which  it  was  built,  must  have  required  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  skill 
in  building  it,  but  the  superior  pj-actical  al)ility  of  your  committee  has 
overcome  all  dilliculties.  We  would  congratulate  tlie  town,  also,  in  the 
great  ability  disitlnyed  by  their  committee,  in  producnig  a  ])uilding  so 
well  adapted,  in  all  its  details,  to  the  great  purposes  for  which  it  was 
built,  and  for  tlieir  economy  in  spending  the  money  put  into  their  hands. 
Wc  presume  there  are  few  towns  in  the  Commonweahli  that  have  ex- 
pended so  much  money  to  honor,  and  in  memory  of,  her  fallen  soldiers, 
in  proportion  to  valuation,  as  Dedham.  If  this  is  evidence  of  her 
patriotism,  A\e  certainly  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  her. 

Sir,  in  accepting  the  care  of  this  building,  we  pledge  to  you  and  the 
town,  that  we  will  carefully  guard  and  protect  it  from  harm,  and  sur- 
render it  in  as  perfect  a  condition  as  possible,  to  our  successors  in  oflice. 

My.  I'resident,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen — It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
inform  you  of  the  splendid  and  appropriate  gift  to  the  town,  of  the 
painting  of  Washington,  which,  you  now  see,  adorns  the  walls  of  this 
hall.  It  is  a  copy  of  Stuart's  painting  of  Washington,  that  now  Iiangs  in 
Faneuil  Hall,  lioston.  It  represents  him  amid  the  fire  and  smoke  of 
battle,  on  Dorchc-ter  Heights,  during  the  evacuation  of  I?oston,  by  Gen. 
Howe  and  the  British  army,  in  ]:>larch,  1770.  It  was  given  to  the  town 
for  the  especial  purpose  of  adorning  this  jNfemorial  Hall,  here  to  bo  kept 
for  all  time  to  come.  The  patriotic  lady  who  has  given  this  l>eautiful 
and  appropriate  iKiinting  to  the  town,  is  known  by  most  of  you — ^Nlrs. 
Lydia  E.  Eisher,  of  Dedham  village.  It  was  executed  by  her  late  lament- 
ed husband— an  artist  of  d'stinguished  fame,  and  a  hiuhly  respected 
citizen  of  Dedham— Alvan  Eisher,  Esq.  Tlie  Selectmen  have  acknowl- 
edged the  gifi  with  suitable  thanks,  in  behalf  of  the  town,  and  pledged 
the  honor  of  the  t<jwn  to  adhere  to  the  conditions  on  Avliieh  it  Avas  given. 

And  now,  fellow  citi/,ens,  nothing  more  beautiful  and  ai)!)ropriate 
could  have  been  given  to  adorn  this  hall.  It  will  serve  to  remind  us  of 
the  traditions  of  our  fathers— of  their  heroism  in  achieving  our  indepen- 
dence—of  their  patriotism,  love  of  liberty  and  love  of  country,  for  whic  h 
Washington  and  his  associates  were  so  distinguished ;— and  while  we 
cousecrate  this  hall  to  the  memory  of  our  fallen  soldiers,  whose  names 
are  cut  in  the  enduring  stone  in  yonder  vestibule,  may  the  principles  for 
Miiich  they  fought  and  died  be  inscribed  on  our  memories,  and  l)orne  on 
to  generations  yet  to  live. 
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Fellow  citizens — While  we  consecrate  this  hall  to  the  mcmoiy  of  our 
brave  soldiers,  who  gave  up  their  lives  for  their  countrj^,  we  also  dedi- 
cate it  to  the  town  for  nmnicipal  purposes.  We  this  day  bid  good-hn  to 
tlie  old  town  house,  where  the  town  has  so  long  assembled,  to  provide 
for  the  common  Avelfare.  All  honor  to  its  memoiy.  In  the  town  houses 
of  our  country  those  measures  were  adopted,  that,  in  the  late  terrible 
conflict,  enabled  it  to  maintain  and  extend  liberty,  equality,  and  justice 
all  over  our  country.  May  the  good  deeds  done  in  our  old  town  house 
inspire  us  to  do  equally  good,  and  even  better  ones,  in  this  our  new  one. 
Here  may  the  cause  of  education  be  carefully  watched  over,  and  pru- 
dently cared  for,  on  which,  with  religion,  the  safety  of  all  our  institutions 
depends.  ^Nlaj'  the  law  of  kindness  prevail  in  the  management  of  all  our 
schools,  that  tlic  alfections  of  all  our  children  may  be  drawn  to  them, 
and  the  affections  of  all  parents  who  liold  their  children  dear.  Here 
may  all  the  powers  delegated  to  the  toAvn,  to  enable  it  to  provide  for 
its  general  welfare,  be  executed  with  exact  and  equal  justice  to  all.

DEDICATORY  ADDRESS. 


By  Ekastus  "Wor.TiiixGTON. 


ADDRESS. 


We  have  assembled  today  upon  an  occasion  of  nmisual 
significance.  Xotliing  of  like  interest  has  ca^ct  occurred  in 
our  local  liistoiy,  or  perhaps  ever  will  occur  again.  We 
stand  for  the  lirst  time  in  an  edifice  ljuilt  at  the  common 
expense  for  the  municipal  and  public  uses  of  the  town,  and 
with  such  appropriateness  of  architectural  design,  of  sueli 
ample  proportions,  thorough  construction  and  enduring 
materials  that,  under  the  blessing  of  ProA'idence,  we  may 
reasona]:)ly  hope  our  children  and  children's  children  to 
remote  generations,  may  gather  within  its  walls  and  call  to 
grateful  remembrance  this  work  of  ours.  Upon  an  ordinary 
occasion  of  inaugiiratiug  a  new  town  hall,  it  is  customary  to 
dwell  upon  the  remote  or  recent  events  of  local  history, 
and  al[hou2,ii  the  current  of  events  in  llie  old  town  has 
generally  moved  slowl}^  and  calml}^  down  from  generation 
to  generation,  like  the  current  of  the  placid  river  winding 
Ihrougli  yonder  meadovrs,  yet  were  we  here  today  to  talk 
over  our  history  a>^  a  town,  we  should  easily  find  enougli  to 
quicken  our  attachments  for  the  play-grounds  of  our  youth, 
and  increase  our  reverence  for  the  graves  of  our  sires. 

r>ut  such  themes  as  these  must  l)e  put  aside  today.  This 
building  Avould  not  stand  here  had  the  rule  of  peaceful  life 
been  undisturbed.  Nor  would  the  foundations  of  such  an 
editice  as  tiiis  ever  have  been  laid  if  we  had  onh^  designed  to 
build  a  Town  Hall.  Its  architecture  reveals  that  conceptions 
and  purposes  other  than  those  of  simple  utility  entered 
into  its  design.  By  the  recorded  vote  of  the  town  ;  b}-  the 
inscription  upon  its  granite  front ;  by  the  memorial  tablets  in 
the  vestil)ule  ;  by  these  patriotic  emblems  ;  by  this  gathering 
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of  men  Avliom  ^\o  recognize  as  our  defenders  npon  the 
battle  field ;  hy  the  solenni  dirge  and  tlic  starting  tear ;  Ave 
know  and  feel  in  our  hearts,  that  this  is  a  day  to  recall  the 
scenes  of  war,  and  to  linger  awhile  upon  their  tender  and 
inspiruig  memories. 

These  ceremonies  then  are  in  commemoration  of  those 
who,  b}^  their  deaths,  have  once  made  us  all  mourners  at 
their  bier ;  and  whose  names  we  now  have  written  upon 
marble,  so  that  if  the  memory  of  men  shall  grow  dun  as  the 
years  wear  on,  the  generations  to  come  after  Ub' may  yet 
read  the  roll  of  lionor  so  Ions;  as  these  stones  sliall  remain 
one  upon  another.  vSliall  we  not  call  these  men  our  heroes, 
since  who  can  ])ettcr  deserve  the  name  tlian  they  avIio  seal 
their  devotion  to  the  country  with  their  blood?  Xo  doubt 
the}'  were  led  by  diilerent  motives  into  military  life,  but 
whether  prompted  ])y  a  youthful  love  of  adventure,  or 
allured  by  tlie  dream  of  glory,  or  weary  of  the  routine  of 
their  daily  lives,  or  vdiether  impelled  hy  that  keen  sense  of 
their  duty  to  their  country  and  a  righteous  cause,  wliich 
dominated  over  tlie  love  of  ease,  the  ^diisperings  of  fear, 
and  c\en  the  endearments  of  home — they  all  alike  went 
from  among  us,  vohmtarily  assuming  the  dangers,  hardships 
and  trials  of  mihtary  life,  and  wlien  in  the  appointed  time 
they  met  their  "  last  enemy,"  the  record  closed  upon  tliem 
with  their  armor  on.,  and  they  stand  enrolled  as  faithful 
alike  in  victory  imd  defeat,  in  life  and  death. 

But  we  come  not  here  to  pay  funereal  honors  to  the  dead. 
The  dread  clasli  of  arms  has  ceased  for  years,  and  they 
whom  we  commemorate  died  before  the  dawn  of  peace. 
Some  of  them  lie  in  yonder  burial  ground,  and  in  others 
within  the  town,  whither  their  mortal  renrains  Avere  borne 
from  the  distant  field,  and  there  buried  with  solenni  rites. ^ 


*Itis  esliinatci.1  th;it  the  reTuaiiis  of  fifteen  repose  in  the  btirial  i!;rotmd 
of  tlic  First  Purisli,  two  in  the  Second  Parish,  and  throe  in  the  Third 
Parish. 
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Some  repose  in  our  national  cemeteries—and  some  others  still 
slumber  in  the  soldiers  grave  in  the  field  whereon  they  fell. 
Others  lie  where  no  man  can  trace  them,  and  a  few  dropped 
from  the  ranks  on  the  battle  held,  never  again  responded 
at  the  sergeant's  roll  call,  and  nothing  moi'e  is  known.  In 
the  simple  and  tonching  ceremony  we  observed  last  spring,"^ 
we  revived  and  deepened  our  interest  in  the  grave  of  the 
soldier,  and  Avhich  I  trust  may  never  be  lost. 

•  .  "In  the  South  alone  and  far, 

■  Or  beneath  the  Northern  star, 

Whersoe'r  our  soklier  keep, 

Scatter  flowers  upon  his  sleep." 

This  is  no  mausoleum  where  the  dust  of  mortal  men 
reposes.  Xeither  crypt,  nor  sarcophagus,  nor  effigy  can  1)e 
found  within  its  avails.  It  claims  none  of  the  sacredness 
which  hallows  the  burial  place  of  the  dead.  We  could  not 
hiivQ  i-earcd  such  a  monument  if  we  had  so  desired.  Our 
choice  was  confmed  to  a  cenotaph  of  the  usual  monumental 
f(xrm,  and  a  memorial  building.  We  chose  the  lattei' ;  and 
where,  I  ask,  is  a  more  suital)le  place  to  put  our  memorial 
.of  these  uames,  than  where  men  must  gather  for  successive 
generations,  to  exercise  the  prerogative  of  the  citizen — the 
ballot — or  to  delil~>erate  concerning  their  local  interests  in 
the  "town  meeting'?"  Here  withhi  these  solid  Avails,  the 
rough  elements  cannot  enter  to  mar  and  consume  our 
memoi"ials,  and  we  need  not  trust  to  the  friendly  chisel  of 
.some  "Old  ^lortality"  of  the  next  century  to  revive  the 
fading  inscriptions.  AYe  tluis  have  ensured,  so  far  as  human 
device  could  ensure  it,  a  public,  permanent,  and  distinct 
record  of  what  we  desire  to  commemorate,  and  this  answers 
fully  all  the  requirements  of  a  suita1>le  memorial. 

But  some  may  say  there  is  something  incongruous  in  thus

turmoil,  conflicts  of  opinion,  mid  the  frivoL'ties  of  some 
public  assemblies.  If  this  were  the  place  of  sepulture, 
Avhcre  friends  irathered  to  recall  the  virtues  and  imalie  of 
the  deceased,  this  objection  might  not  be  easily  answered. 
But  we  cannot  invest  this  edifice  with  any  such  sacred  and 
solemn  associations.  It  is  to  tell  a  story  of  dut}^  done,  of 
patriotic  sacrifice,  of  noble  trimnph.  It  is  to  proclaim  that 
in  her  hour  of  need,  the  country  summoned  men  to  fight  iier 
battles,  and  from  these  peaceful  plains  of  Dedham,  men  rose 
up  and  went  voluntarily.  'Nay  more,  when  the  conflict  was 
imminent,  and  they  were  ordered  to  the  front  hi  the  battle, 
there  tliey  were  found  also  ;  and  ^vhen  at  last  life  was 
demanded,  they  gave  that  too.  Is  it  not  l)etter  to  insciibe 
this  story  of  lofty  sacrifice  where  the  lesson  may  be  most 
impressive  ?  Will  not  the  association  of  these  patriotic 
memories  with  present  duties,  serve  to  dignity  and  elevate 
our  public  discussions  here,  by  reminding  us  of  what 
patriotism  has  once  required  and  may  require  again,  that 
thus  all  empty  declamation  and  personal  revilings  ma}'  stand 
rebuked,  and  men  become  impressed  with  that  just  respect 
for  the  rights  of  others  which  ought  to  characterize  every 
public  assembly? 

A  memoi-ial  edifice  is  no  novel  conception  of  onrs.  A 
memorial  church  all  throudi  the  Christian  world  is  deemed 
the  most  filling  monument  to  commemorate  the  piet}^, 
chai-ilies  or  self-sacrifice  of  some  departed  one,  to  the  end 
that  CYC]!  the  memory  of  the  dead  may  thus  actively  bless  the 
living.  In  this  way  that  eminent  American,  ISlv.  Teabody, 
cliose  recently  lo  commemorate  his  departed  mother  in  his 
native  town.  Turnhig  to  the  University  whose  sons,  in  all 
periods  of  New  England  history,  have  been  leaders  in  public 
opinion  upon  all  questions,  we  find  to-day  her  graduates 
and  friends  preparing  to  erect  a  costly  and  imposing  edifice, 
where  she  may  hold  her  literary  and  social  festivtils,  and 
where  also  she  chooses  to  perpetuate  the  long  roll  of  heroes 
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^vlio  shed  a  new  lustre  upon  the  name  of  Harvard'  in  the 
siinic  struggle  we  contemplate  today. 

Let  tlien  this  our  iMeniorial  Hall  receive  a  benediction 
from  us  all  today.  God  keep  it  ever  from  the  lightning 
stroke  and  the  consuming  fire.  Bring  hither  your  choicest 
gifts — the  bust,  the  portrait,  and  whatever  else  shall  beht 
its  memorial  character — ^that  from  its  walls  it  shall  speak  to 
men  of  heroic  deeds,  and  remind  them  of  Avhat  they  so  often 
forget — the  high  responsibilities  of  the  American  citizen. 

A  great  de;d  has  been  written  and  said  among  us  during 
the  last  quarter  of  a  century  to  diminish  public  respect  for 
the  virtues  of  the  soldier.  For  a  time  both  pulpit  and 
platform  seemed  to  join  in  proclaiming  Avar  an  unmitigated 
barljai'ism,  which,  in  our  high  civilization,  should  be 
abandoned  as  unworthy  and  wicked.  Tlie  horrors  of  war 
have  been  held  up  in  the  same  light  as  the  avenging  of 
private  wrongs  by  blood,  and  the  soldier  pronounced  a 
criminal  in  the  siukt  of  God.  1  need  not  on  such  an  occasion 
as  this,  and  in  tliis  presence,  undertake  to  refute  these 
fallacies  at  leniilli.  The  events  of  our  civil  war  have  rooted 
them  out  so  effectualh',  that  Ave  can  scarcely  believe  that 
such  doctrines  once  nearly  annihilated  the  militia  system  of 
Massachusetts,  and  if  again  revived  and  adopted,  Avill  siu'cly 
paralyze  the  right  arm  of  the  nation's  defence.  AVe  must 
all  l)elieve  today  that  he  Avho  smites  even  Avith  sAvord 
and  lire  the  enemies  of  his  country,  Avhen  found  in  arms 
again>t  her  peace,  fulfds  a  high  and  sacred  duty,  in  the  just 
l)erformance  of  Avhich  the  laAvs  of  God  and  man,  and  the 
nol>K■^t  atlributes  of  our  nature,  concur  alike  hi  sustaining 
hhn.  "When  a  £>ii>antic  Avroni;:  becomes  stron^lv  intrenched  : 
Avhen  truth  and  justice  lose  their  SAvay ;  a\ hen  men  break 
through  the  obligations  of  pu1)lic  faith,  and  trample  upon 
their  country's  thig ;  and  maintain  all  these  things  at  the 
cannon's  mouth,  then  it  is  high  time  to  appeal  to  the 
arbitrament  of  arms  and  to  the  God  of  battles. 
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Such  an  emergency  as  this  was  the  14th  of  April,  18G1, 
when  a  long  series  of  treason.able  acts  cuhninated  in  the 
red  net  ion  of  Fort  Snniter,  Avith  its  starved  garrison  of  sixty 
men,  under  the  tire  of  nineteen  batteries,  with  a  force  of 
five  thousand  men  behind  them,  on  the  third  day  of  its 
bombardment.  ^^Hien  the  flag  went  down  on  that  fort  of 
the  United  States,  the  loyal  masses  sprang  to  their  feet. 
The  dream  of  peace  was  broken  ;  delusions  were  dispelled ; 
the  scales  fell  from  men's  eyes,  and  they  saw  alike  for 
once  their  duties  and  their  dangers.  When,  therefore,  the 
President  issued  his  call  for  75,000  volunteers  to  sustain 
him  in  executing  the  laws  of  the  land,  there  was  a  ready 
and  willing  response  in  the  place  of  doubt  and  cavillings. 

It  fonud  us  in  Dedham  without  an}'  organized  militia,  no 
iiillitary  company  having  existed  here  for  nearly  thirty 
years.^  Eighty-six  years  before,  on  the  morning  of  the 
Lexington  fight,  Dedham  responded  to  the  messenger  wdtli 
four  com]xinies,  besides  the  minute  men,  wdiich  left  the 
town  almost  literally  without  a  male  inhabitant  IdcIow  the 
age  of  seventy,  and  above  that  of  sixteen."^  How  great  the 
contrast  in  the  prejxiration  made  for  the  two  conflicts  !  But 
in  all  save  organization,  our  people  in  18G1  were  not  behind 
our  ancestors  of  the  Eevolution.  There  were  diflerences 
among  us  as  to  the  causes  of  the  Avar,  l>ut  there  Avere  none 
as  to  the  dutA'  of  sustaining'  the  <rovernment.  Those  Avho 
Avere  sojourning  among  us  Ijelongiug  to  companies  else^vhere, 
and  there  Averc  several,^  repaired  to  their  standards  Avitli 
alacrity.  Oiu'  3'oung  men  immediatel}'  took  steps  to  raise 
a  company,  justly  anticipating  that  their  services  Avould 
soon  ])e  needed.  The  ladies,  too,  Avith  great  promptness, 
forwarded  to  the  Governor  garments  for  the  regiments  about

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to  depart.^    All  classes  of  citizens  joined  in  the  patriotic 
work.    The  town,  at  a  legal  meeting  held  ]\lay  6th,  by 
formal  resolution  pledged  itself  "to  stand  b3^the  volunteers, 
and  protect  their  families  during  the  war,"  and  appropriated 
ten  thousand  dollars  for  these  general  purposes.  The 
i\Iassachusetts  regiments  Avere  tilled  so  rapidly  that  the 
W;ir  Department  could  not  receive  them,  and  the  Governor 
was  soon  obliged  to  solicit  from  the  general  government 
opportunities  tor  more  regiments.    Our  first  company  Avas 
formed  early  in  May,  and  Avhile  Avaiting  for  a  regimental 
position,  cmploj'ed  themselves  in  perfecting  their  drill,  and 
in  military  exercise.  The  town  su])plied  them  with  uniforms, 
and  allowed  them  a  per  diem  compensation  during  a  certain 
period.     It  was  not  nntil  July,  tliat  they  were  finally 
incorporated  Avitli  the  18th  Mass.  Infantry  as  Co.  F.  xVll 
the  commissioned  officers  and  fifty-six  men  of  this  Company 
Ijclonged  in  Dedham.    Xine  Dedham  men  also  enlisted  in 
Co.  H."^     The  regiment  was  commanded  by  Col.  James 
15arncs,  a  graduate  of  West  Point  in  the  class  of  182f), 
whose  liigh  qualifications  as  an  officer  were  subsequently 
demonstrated  both  in  camp  and  on  the  field.    On  tlie  2 (1th 
August  the  regiment  marched  out  of  camp  with  eight 
companies,^  and  departed  for  the  seat  of  war.    AVe  ])arted 
Anih  them  expecting  a  short  campaign  and  a  speedy  return, 
so  little  did  we  understand  the  nature  of  the  confiict  at 
its  beginning.     Upon  arriving  at  AYashnigton  on  the  3d 
Septeml>er,  it  was  ordered  to  report  to  Gen.  Fitz  John 
Porter,  and  assigned  to  Martindale"s  brigade.    The  I'cgiment 
was  engaged  in  drill  and  in  working  upon  the  fortiiications 
of  ^Vashington  until  the  2Gth,  Avhen  it  advanced  Avitli  the 
army  and  took  its  position  at  Hall's  Hill,  Va.    At  a  grand

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review  of  the  army,  the  Eiglitecnth  received  One  of  three 
prizes  for  diill  and  general  proficiency  in  discipline,  being 
a  complete  '  set  of  uniforms,  camp  equipage  and  tents, 
imported  from  France  by  the  general  government."  jNIr. 
Eussell,  in  one  of  his  letters  to  the  London  Times,  (an 
authority  which  will  be  credited  when  complimentary,) 
Aviites  thus  of  the  regiment  at  this  period: — ''I  went  out 
to  sec  the  Eighteenth  Massachusetts,  the  other  day,  and 
found  them  pitching  their  tents  with  all  the  rawness  of  new 
hands  ;  l)ut  their  equipments  were  excellent,  their  transport 
niagnilicent,  and  the  men  equal  in  youth,  health,  stature  and 
bidk,  to  any  regiment  (not  picked  like  the  Guards)  \n  our 
service." 

The  long  winter  of  inaction  at  IlalFs  Hill  taught  them 
tliat 

"To  labor  and  to  "svait" 

were  prominent  among  the  duties  of  the  soldier.  But 
tliey  were  not  forgotten  at  home.  The  ladies  sent  thein  a 
welcome  supply  of  garments,  and  our  citizens  generally 
provided  and  sent  to  them  a  generous  feast  on  Xew  Year's 
da}'.  Some  of  their  townsmen  visited  them  in  camp  ;  a  few 
■  ol>tained  furloughs  to  visit  their  homes,  and  they  all  were 
made  to  understand  that  we  meant  to  follow  them  with  kind 
olHces  to  the  field.  Three  deaths  occurred  during  the 
wintei- — Sergeant  Damrell,  and  Privates  Guild,  and  Stevens, 
— \\liose  remains  were  brought  home  for  burial. 

At  length  on  the  10th  March,  1862,  with  the  magnificent 
and  weri-aj)pointed  army  of  the  Potomac,  they  moved  to 
llam})ton  Poads  and  entered  upon  the  Peninsular  campaign. 
Thev  AN'eve  before  Yorktown  during;  its  siea'c  for  twentv-four 
days,  and  most  of  the  time  under  fire.  Then  passing  up 
the  York  Piver  by  transports,  and  diseml)arking  at  AVest 
Point,  they  participated  in  the  movements  of  the  division 
until  the  2()tli  June.  They  missed  the  battle  at  Hanover 
Court  House  (May  27th)  l)y  being  ordered  to  rest  after 
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})ickct  duty  during  a  driving  rain  storm  in  the  preceding 
night.  On  the  day  previous  to  the  battle  at  Gaines'  ]\Iills, 
(June  27th)  the  Eighteenth  Avas  ordered  to  join  an 
expedition  under  Gen.  Stonenian,  fitted  out  to  repel  an 
anticipated  attack  upon  the  right  tlank  of  tlie  army  hy  the 
enemy  under  "StoneAvall"  Jackson.  They  marched  towards 
AVhite  House,  on  the  Pamunkey,  and  passing  down  the 
York  nnd  np  the  James  by  transports,  they  rejoined  the 
army  at  Ilarj-ison's  Landing,  after  the  Ijattles  of  the 
Chickahonn'ny  and  ]\Ialvcrn  Hill.  During  all  those  battles, 
therefore,  the  Eigiiteenth  was  detached  from  its  brigade. 

The  record  discloses,  hoAvever,  that  one  man  of  the 
Eighteenth  fell  at  Gaines'  Mills,  although,  as  Ave  have  seen, 
the  regiment  Avas  not  there.  The  apparent  discrepanc}'  is 
thus  explained.  That  one,  the  first  of  the  regiment  to  fall 
on  the  lield,  Avas  a  Dedham  boy — ^Private  Jordan,  of  Co.  H. 
He  Avas  a  youth  of  eighteen,  and  finding  that  his  regiment 
Avas  not  to  be  engaged  on  the  succeeding  clay,  he  mingled 
with  the  ranks  of  the  Ninth  Mass.,  joined  in  their  cliarge, 
and  never  came  out  alive.  The  fact  of  his  death  Avas  fully 
substantiated,  and  liis  name  a])pears  upon  our  tablets  as  the 
fn-st  of  our  soldiers  to  fall  in  battle.^ 

The  Peninsular  cam]:»aign  terminated,  and  Avith  Avliat 
licayiness  of  heart  Ave  read  the  bulletin  Avhich  announced 
tliat  the  first  and  best  disciplined  of  our  armies  had  retired 
before  the  spires  of  Eichmond,  and  from  the  A'ictorious 
ihAd  of  ]\Ialvern  Hill.    But  Avhile  the  campaign  iiad  brought

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sorrow  upon  many  households  in  tlic  Commonwealth,  ^y}ih 
the  sinpfle  exception  named,  our  own  had  escajjed.  The 
day  of  fearful  trial,  however,  was  close  at  hand.  On 
the  20t]i  August  tlie  regiment  left  Hampton  Koads,  and 
disemharking  at  Acquia  Creek,  proceeded  to  Falmouth. 
The  ai'm\'  had  now  come  within  the  department  of  Gen. 
Pope,  and  were  suhjcct  to  his  orders.  A  series  of  movements 
for  eight  days  with  Porter's  corps, t)ro light  our  soldiers  to 
the  vicinity  of  Bull  Pun,  an  iasignihcant  stream,  l)ut  now 
famous  in  liistory  as  the  place  where,  in  two  general  battles, 
disaster  befell  the  Union  arms.  "Stonewall"  Jackson,  with 
his  corps,  had  for  several  days  previous  successfully  eluded 
the  attempts  of  the  Union  connnauder  to  overcome  hhn. 
before  reinforcements  could  .arrive  from  Gen.  Lee.  On 
the  o(Hh  occurred  what  is  known  to  us  as  the  ''second.  1)attle 
of  Bull  Pun."  On  that  day  Porter's  corps  was  ordered  to 
make  a  vigorous  assault  upoii  the  Confederate  position,  and 
nobly  did  they  perform  it.  The  Eighteenth  was  the  lirst 
regiment  to  advance  to  the  attack,  and  the  last  to  leave  the 
field. Line  after  line  of  the  corps  was  swept  away  l)y  the 
infantry  fire  of  Jackson's  men  in  front,  and  an  enfilading  lire 
from  the  artillery  of  Longstreet,  who  had  on  that  day,  ver}^ 
.  inoppoi'Umely  for  Gen.  Pope,  brought  his  corps  through 
the  mount:iins.  Porter's  corps  witlidrew  only  when  the 
enemy  had  advanced  so  closely  as  to  lire  into  the  very  faces 
of  llie  men.^'  The  Eighteenth  regiment  was  highly  and 
es])ecially  conmiended  for  its  steadiness  and  grdhintry  on 
this  hard-fuught  and  disastrous  field.  But  such  assaults  as 
these  are  always  made  at  a  fearful  cost.  The  number  of  the 
regiment  engaged  on  that  day  was  325,  many  being  sick 
and  unfit  for  duty.  Of  these,  three  officers  and  thirty-seven 
men  were  killed,  five  otKcers  and  ninety-six  men  were

loss  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  men,  or  tifty-two  per 
ccnt.^^  Oiir  tablets  show  tlie  names  of  seven  who  were 
either  killed  or  died  afterwards  of  wounds  there  reeeived. 
Cakkoll,  the  brave  and  patriotic  Captain  of  Co.  F,  fell 
mortally  wounded,  was  left  on  the  field  wiihiri  the  re]:>el 
lines,  where  he  died  three  days  after. Corporal  Edward 
Holmes,  l^ri^-ates  Eobert  11.  Covey,  George  O.  Ivingslnny, 
and  Ilemy  ~D.  Smith,  were  killed  on  the  field,  Privates 
Ednmnd  L.  Thomas  and  George  N.  AVorthen  lingei-ed, 
mortally  grounded,  hut  a  few^  days  in  the  liospitals,  and  died 
sooji  after — the  former  near  IVaj^hington,  and  the  latter  at 
Pliiladeiphia.  Five  others  were  Avounded  more  or  less 
severel}',  and  it  is  stated  that  of  forty  men  in  our  Company 
engaged,  fourteen  only  came  out  unharmed.^'' 

Tlie  shadows  of  war  now  rested  upon  our  hearthstones, 
the  dead  were  mourned  in  our  streets,  and  the  hearts  of 
})atri()ls  v.'ere  hurdcned  Avith  anxiety  for  the  cause  of  the 
country.    Our  high  hopes,  based  upon  the  discipline  and

Baker,  two  days  after,  succeeded  in  passing  the  rebel  lines  under  a  liag 
of  truce,  and  found  him  where  he  had  fallen,  and  in  a  state  of  sutfering, 
althougii  lie  had  not  l)een  wholly  uncared  for  by  the  enemy.  The  next 
day.  a  carriaLre  wa.s  .sent  to  bring  liim  within  the  Union  lines,  but  lie 
died  two  liours  liefi)re  it  reached  its  destination.  He  was  decently 
buried  on  tht-  field,  but  the  renu\ins  were  subsequently  brought  liome 
and  buried  w  ith  solemn  rites.

]unnl)crs  of  our  nrmy,  had  come  to  nought,  and  notliing  hut 
faitli  ill  the  justice  of  our  cause  seemed  left  to  us. 

:My  friends,  recall  that  Sunday  (Aug.  31,  18 G2)  when  the 
first  vague  rumors  of  these  disasters  reached  us.  We  had 
read  tlie  despatch  sent  by  the  Union  connnander,  and 
published  hi  the  newspapers  of  the  day  previous,  ''that  the 
enemy  were  retreating  to  the  mountains."  But  while  at 
our  respective  places  of  Avorsliip,  on  that  serene,  summer 
day,  perhaps  sendiug  up  our  tlianksgivings  for  A^ictory,  with 
prayers  for  the  safety  of  our  defenders,  a  messenger  caused 
our  devotions  to  bo  suddenly  arrested  with  the  announcement 
that  a  great  battle  had  beeii  fouglit,  and  with  an  urgent  call 
for  lint,  l)andages  and  stimulants,  words  that  made  hearts 
shrink  and  flices  pale.  It  seemed  as  if  we  heard  the  enemj-'s 
cannon,  and  were  called  personally  to  administer  to  the 
wounded  and  dying,  so  near  did  this  message  ])ring  the  war 
to  us.  And  let  it  never  be  forgotten  how  on  that  sad  and 
sacred  day  the  quick  sympathies  and  ready  hands  of  woman 
.rendered  a  full  answer  to  the  call,  ere  the  sun  went  down.^^ 

Tlie  results  of  the  Peiiinsula  campaign,  as  they  graduall}^ 
became  known,  had  revealed  the  necessity  of  replenishing 
the  army,  and  early  in  July  the  President  had  called  for 
300,000  men  for  three  years,  and  assigned  the  quota  of 
IMassachusetts  at  15,000  men.  The  cpiota  of  Dedliam  was 
'sixty-nine,  and  our  Selectmen,  through  whom  thenceforward 
all  recruiting  during  the  Avar  Avas  carried  on,  issued  their 
call  for  tliat  munber.  On  the  21st  July  the  town  voted  to 
pay  a  bounty  of  SlOO  to  each  A^olunteer,  Avith  aid  to  families, 
and  appropriated  $G900  for  the  bounties. 

The  realities  of  Avar  having  been  brought  home  to  us,  it 
was  evident  tliat  lono-  marches  and  hard  liii'htinu'  Avere  to  be 
the  inevitable  lot  of  the  volunteer.  The  bounty  of  itself 
Avas  no  suiiicient  inducement  to  enlist,  but  it  served  to  aid.

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in  remoYing  the  pcciniiaiy  oLstaclc  which  operated  to  deter 
some  men,  especially  those  having  families.  The  times 
especially  demanded  men  of  patriotic  motiA'cs,  and  to  this 
the  second  and  most  urgent  call,  there  were  soon  fonnd 
such  men  to  answer. 

One  of  the  hirgest  and  most  impressive  of  onr  pnblic 
.meetings,  during  the  war,  was  held  Jidy  lOlh,  before  the 
legal  town  meeting.  jNTen  were  there  inspired  In'  an 
earnest  purpose  to  devote  themselves  to  the  country.  The 
preliminary  discussion  as  to  bounties  being  ended,  llie  roll 
was  opened,  and  then  came  a  p.nuse,  when  it  seemed  doubtful 
if  any  would  come  forward.  The  first  man  to  sign  that  roll 
was  the  father  of  the  boy  of  the  Eighteenth  who  had  been 
killed  at  Gaines'  ]\Iills.  Another  was  a  young  man  who 
had  been  recently  graduated  at  the  University,  and  was 
beginning  his  professional  studies.  A  third  aimonnced  his 
])urpose  in  impressive  and  earnest  words,  to  the  sincerity  of 
^vhi<,•h,  a  severe  wound  received  in  l)attle,  nearly  a  year's 
conlinement  in  four  ]-el)el  prisons,  and  a  close  adlierence  to 
his  regiment  to  the  last  day  of  its  service,  afterwards  l)orc 
ample  testimony. 

AVith  sucli  a  spirit  aniniating  them,  others  enrolled 
themselves,  and  soon  the  number  was  complete.  Uniting 
Avith  men  from  Needliam  and  ^Veston,  they  constituted 
Co.  1,  a5th  Ahiss.  Inf\mtry,  (Col.  Wild.)^'  Vithout  any 
ojiport unities  for  drill  or  organization,  the  regiment  left 
the  .^talc',  August  22,  18G2,  for  the  seat  of  war.  On  their 
arrival  at  '\Vashin£'-ton  thev  were  immediatelv  assigned  to 
the  defences  of  the  city,  in  throwing  up  earthworks  and 
doing  i)ieket  duty.  They  were  near  their  toAvnsmen  of 
the  Eighteenth,  who  had  preceded  them  o]ie  year  in  the 
service,  aiid  they  heard  the  guns  around  Centreville  on  the 
day  of  the  battle  at  Bull  Eun.

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Both  companies  were  now  in  the  army  of  the  Potomac, 
the  elder  having  the  discipline  of  veterans  witli  thinned  ranks, 
wliile  the  younger,  yet  imperfect  in  the  duties  of  the  soldier, 
was  fresh  and  vigorous.  The  Eighteenth  still  remained  with 
Porter's  Corps,  and  the  Thirty-iiftli  was  in  the  2d  Brigade, 
2d  Division,  Xinth  Corps,  under  Gen.  Burnside. 

The  army  was  then  in  motion  towards  ]\hiryland,  to  meet 
Lee  iu  his  hrst  invasion  of  what  may  he  termed  the  neutral 
ground  of  the  rel)ellion.  The  necessities  ,of  those  days 
were  inexorable,  and  called  for  long  and  rapid  marches. 
Burnside's  Corps  started  first,  and  on  the  14th  September, 
— only  tJiree  weeks  after  they  had  left  tlieir  homes — our 
meir  of  the  Thirty-fifth  met  the  enemy  at  South  ^Mountain. 
The  Thirt3'-fifth  on  that  day  dislodged  rebel  sharpshooters 
from  an  extensive  tract  of  forest,  and  received  a  sharp  attack 
from  the  enemy.  Here  Private  George  F.  Whiting  was 
fatally  wounded,  and  died  on  the  7th  October.  Sergeant 
Henry  W.  Tisdalc  and  Private  Clinton  Bagley  were  wounded, 
the  former  severely.  With  no  knowledge  of  batallion 
movements,  and  having  had  but  a  biief  period  for  drill, 
this  nevv'  regiment  encountered  the  disciplined  brigades  of 
the  enemy,  and  stood  the  test  firmly. 

But  South  ^Mountain  was  a  prelude  only  to  the  memorable 
iKittle  of  Antietam,  tliree  days  after.  Porter's  Corps,  which 
left  Washington  on  the  12th,  now  joined  the  main  army, 
and  on  the  17th  supported  batteries  in  the  battle.  The 
Tliirty-lifth  was  engaged  in  the  movements  of  Burnside's 
Corps,  which  had  a  higlily  important  part  in  the  battle. 
They  charged  tlie  enemy,  drove  him  over  the  bridge,  and 
held  the  crest  of  the  second  hill  beyond,  until  ordered  to 
retire.  They  liehaved  with  such  steadiness  and  gallantry 
as  to  receive  the  highest  encomiums  of  their  conunander. 
Thus  Avithin  a  month  from  their  departure  from  home,  our 
company  liad  been  twice  on  hard-fought  lields,  and  in  the 
thickest  of  the  battles. 

But  these  had  told  fearfully  upon  the  regiment.    Of  those 
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present,  two-thirds  of  tlie  officers  and  nearly  one-third  of 
the  men,  liad  l)een  disal^led.^^  At  Antietam,  Corporal  . 
Edward  E.  Ilatton,  (a  true  man  and  brave  soldier)  and 
Privates  Charles  II.  Sulkoslvi  and  Josepli  P.  White,  of 
South  Dedham,  were  killed.  Corporal  Edmund  Davis  was 
very  severely  wounded,  and  six  others  wounded  more  or  less 
severely,  of  whom  Private  ]S[athan  C.  Treadw^ell  died  about 
a  month  after.  Besides  these,  there  were  two  killed  and 
several  wounded  of  the  company  who  l)elonged  elsewhere. 
Such  was  the  share  of  Co.  I  in  the  glory  and  sacrilices  of 
Antietam. 

Co.  F  of  the  Eighteenth  sustained  no  loss  at  Antietam, 
but  at  Shepardstown,  on  the  20th,  the}^  ^verc  engaged  with 
their  regiment,  which  lost  ihrec  killed  and  eleven  wounded. 

The  ]Majyland  campaign  ended  with  the  retirement  of 
]^ce  into  Virginia,  and  whither  also  returned  the  ai-my  of 
tiie  Potomac,  but  with  unequal  steps. 

Let  us  no^v  recur  a  moment  to  events  transpiring  at  home. 
Soon  after  the  call  under  which  Dedham  had  furnished 
sixty-nine  men  for  the  Tliirty-tifth  regiment,  there  came 
yet  anotlier  call  from  the  President,  Avith  an  order  for  a 
draft,  to  which  Dedham  was  required  to  respond  with  one 
Inmdred  and  twenty-two  men  for  nine  months'  service.  In 
anticipation  of  the  draft,  the  toAvn  otiered  a  bounty  of  .':>200, 
with  aid  to  families,  to  volunteers.  The  sliort  term  of 
sei'vice  Avas  a  o-reat  inducement  for  some  Avho  Averc  unable 

o 

io  enlist  for  three  years,  and  soon  the  requisite  number  Avas 
made  up,  almost  exclusively  from  Dedham.  These  chiefly 
con.stituted  Co.  D,  Forty-third  Kegiment,  Mass.  Infantr}',^^ 
(Col.  IIoll)rook)  Avliich,  on  the  24th  October,  18 G2,  was 
ordered  to  Xorth  Carolina,  Avliere  it  remained  during  nearh^

quota  from  other  towns,  johied  the  42d,  43d,  and  45th  llegiiuents,  and 
Company  of  Sharpshooter.-?. 
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the  M'liolc  term  of  its  service.  The  regiment  wiis  under  fire 
at  Kinston  and  AVhitehall  inDecemlx'r.  Our  company,  Avith 
two  others,  were  detached  for  picket  duty  for  a  time,  and 
after\\  ards  marched  Avitli  tlie  regiment  on  Trentoii ;  ^vas 
ordered  to  the  relief  of  Little  Washington,  and  encountered 
the  enemy  at  Blount's  Creek.  It  wus  then  occupied 
in  picket  duty,  and  those  other  nameless  duties  ^vhich 
constitute  so  large  a  part  of  a  soldiers  life  in  camp.  On 
the  2 Till  June,  it  was  ordered  to  report  to  Gen.  l)ix,  and 
proceeded  to  White  House  on  the  Pamunkey,  in  Virginia, 
thejice  to  Fortress  ]\lom'oe,  and  thence  to  Baltimore.  On 
tlie  7tli  July,  the  term  of  service  haviug  expired,  it  "was  left 
to  the  optioii  of  the  men  to  go  to  tlie  front  (this  heing 
immediately  after  the  battle  of  Getiysluirg,)  or  to  return 
home,  and  t^vo  hundred  of  the  regiment  remained,  among 
whom  Avere  thirteen  of  our  townsmen.  These  returned 
liome  July  21st,  and  all  ~were  mustered  out,  July  30,  1863. 

Such  1  u'iefly  is  the  record  of  our  compau}^  of  nine  months' 
men.  But  one  name  of  its  number  appears  on  our  tablets, 
and  his  Avas  an  accidental  death  at  Beadville.  It  will  not 
do,  liowever,  to  infer  from  this  that  their  service  was  light 
or  unimportant.  They  were  in  a  department  where  no 
considerable  active  opej-ations  were  carried  on  during  their 
term  of  service.  But  whenever  called  upon,  as  they  often 
were,  for  special  duty,  their  record  shows  it  was  well 
perlxjrmed ;  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  tliey  Avould  have 
acquitted  themselves  with  honor  in  any  exigency  of  the 
service. 

Nothing  decisive  had  occurred  with  the  army  of  the 
Potomac,  after  the  battle  of  Antietam,  until  the  13th 
December,  1802,  when  occurred  that  saddest  of  all  the 
battles  of  the  war — the  assault  upon  Fredericksl)urg.  The 
army  was  now  under  Burnside,  and  his  name  is  inseparaldy 
associated  with  that  ill-starred  movement.  In  this  assault, 
both  of  our  com])anies  bore  a  very  prominent  })art.  The 
Eigliteenth  was  the  leading  regiment  of  its  corps  ;  and  on

the  13th,  haviug  remained  until  one  oVlock  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river,  then  crossed,  and  en2'ai>"ed  in  the  hattle, 
which  lasted  nntil  dark.  Tlie  regiment  charg-ed  the  enemy, 
and  nearly  penetrated  his  fortitled  position  and  strongliold 
on  ^Mary's  Heights,  when  it  was  compelled  to  retnrn.  It 
rallied  again,  however,  and  was  in  advance  of  the  corps 
Ihronghoiit  the  battle.  The  record  adds:  "It  is  helieved 
that  the  dead  of  this  regiment  lay  nearer  the  enemy's  works 
than  those  of  any  other  engaged  npon  that  part  of  tlic 
field. "'^  Two  of  onr  men  in  this  regiment  were  killed — ■ 
Priv  ates  Jonathan  II.  Keyes  and  Daniel  Leahy,  and  sevei-al 
we]*e  Avounded.  The  regiment  lost  t^vo  officers  and  eh^A'en 
men  killed,  and  nine  officers  and  one  hundred  and  twelve 
men  wounded. 

The  ])osition  of  the  Thirty-fifth  was  scarcely  less  exposed, 
lieing  in  the  advance  of  its  corps,  and  they  received  a  deadly 
lire  at  short  I'angc.  They  held  their  ground  until,  their 
annnunition  beins;  exhausted,  their  briirade  Avas  relieved. 
It  was  the  last  regiment  but  one  to  leaA^e  Fredericksburg. 
"J'hv  gallant  ]\Iajor  Willard,  Avho  conunanded  the  regiment 
in.  the  assault,  Avas  mortall}'  Avounded  Avhile  leading  his 
men,  sword  in  hand.  He  Avas  the  first  Captain  of  Co,  I, 
although  not  a  resident  of  Dedham.  Lieut.  AYilliam  Hill, 
of  Co.  I,  1)ut  Avho  on  that  day  Avas  in  command  of  Co.  K, 
and  Private  George  C.  IkudNcr,  Avere  killed  on  the  heights, 
and  buried  on  the  lield.  Four  of  our  Dedham  soldiers,  of 
this  company,  Avere  Avounded  more  or  less  severely.  The 
Avhole  loss  of  the  re£?-imcnt  Avas  about  sixtv.  The  survivors 
of  both  of  our  companies  may  recall  Avith  satisfaction  and 
soldierly  pride  the  deeds  performed  on  that  bloody  and 
imsuccessful  day  at  Fredericksburg. 

The  army  uoav  ceased  active  operations  until  the  spring 
of  18G3,  Avhen  Gen.  Hooker  assumed  command,  and  avc 
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come  to  the  Chancellorsville  campaio-n.  On  tlie  2d  and  3d 
May,  the  Eighteenth  was  engaged,  and  lost  one  officer  and 
tliirteen  men  killed,  but  none  of  these  were  from  Dedham. 
In  the  Second  Mass.  Infantry,  Private  Michael  Henihan, 
a  Dedham  soldier,  was  killed — his  heing  the  oidy  name  of 
that  heroic  regiment  1)orne  upon  onr  tablets. 

The  Thirty -lift h  had  now  been  detached  from  the  army  of 
the  Potomac,  and  sent  to  another  and  distant  department. 
In  ^lareh,  18 Go,  it  had  proceeded  with  the  reo]-ganized 
Ninth  Corps  (P>ur]iside's)  to  the  South-west,  Avhere  its 
services  were  much  needed.  April  and  ]May  they  passed 
in  Kentucky.  Thence  they  were  transported  do^vn  the 
Mississippi  to  the  vicinity  of  yicksl)urg,  where  they  tlirew 
eai'thworks  and  defences.  They  Avere  now  with  the  army 
of  the  Teimessce  imder  the  command  of  Gen.  Grant.  Under 
Sherman  after  the  surrender  of  Vicksburg,  they  marched  into 
the  interior  of  Mississippi,  in  pursuit  of  the  force  of  Gen. 
Jolmston.  After  days  of  toilsome  and  ]xiinl\il  marches, 
•  with  IVequent  skirmishing,  and  a  brief  siege,  they  ca})tured 
Jackson,  the  capital  of  the  State.  Here  the  Thirty-tilth  had 
the  honor  of  being  the  first  regiment  to  plant  its  colors 
within  the  city,  pulling  down  tlie  reljcl  ensign  from  the 
State  House,  and  of  throwing  to  the  In-eeze,  from  that 
al)ode  of  treason,  the  stars  and  stripes.-^  In  this  campaign. 
Private  David  Phalcn  died  in  camp,  of  disease.  In  .Vugust, 
the  regiment  almost  exactly  retraced  its  ste})S,  and  on  the 
1st  Octoljcr  were  in  Kentucky,  Avhere  we  Avill  leave  them 
for  the  present. 

The  ariny  of  the  Potomac,  in  the  meantime,  had  again 
moved  into  ]\lar}'land  and  Pennsylvania,  to  repel  Lee's 
second  invasion.  In  the  great  victory  of  Gettysburg  the 
Eighteenth  Avas  engaged,  and  lost  one  man  killed  and 
thirteen  Avounded,  Init  the  name  of  no  Dedham  soldier 
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appears  among  tlicm.  But  Dedliam  T\-as  not  ^'itl^out  its 
representative  in  the  sacrifices  of  that  victorious  field. 
On  the  3d  July,  Sergeant  Edward  Ilutchins,  of  the  First 
Co.  Andrew's  Sharpshooters,  received  his  death-wound,  and 
lingered  but  two  hours.  He  was  a  faithful  and  fearless 
soldier,  and  one  well  qualified  for  his  peculiar  service. 

The  Eighteen  til  was  in  the  hattle  at  Eappahannock  Station, 
Nov.  7th,  and  at  :Mine  Creek  on  the  20th  and  30th  of  the 
same  month.    These  concluded  their  campaigns  in  1803. 

The  Thirty-fifth,  in  October,  marched  across  the  mountains 
through  Cuml)erland  Ga\)  to  KnoxA'ille,  Tennessee.  It  was 
engaged  at  Loudon  Bridge  and  CampbclFs  Station,  and 
then  fell  l)ack  to  Knoxville,  then  l)esieged  by  the  enemy 
under  Gen.  Longstreet.  It  was  during  this  campaign  that 
Private  Charles  Henry  Ellis,  the  regimental  clerk,  was 
taken  prisoner,  was  confined  in  Belle  Isle  prison,  and,  it  is 
supposed,  died  in  Eiehmond  the  succeeding  year.  During 
this  Avinter  the  regiment  sufiered  nuich  for  Avant  of  food  and 
clothing.  In  ]\Lu-ch  their  Western  campaign  ended,  and 
they  were  trans])orted  again  to  Annapolis,  ^Maryland,  where 
the  ]N^inth  Corps  Avas  again  reorganized. 

We  are  uoav  brought  to  the  last  and  greatest  act  of  the 
drama — Graiit's  Overland  Campaign — AAdiich  on  the  one  hand 
is  clKU-acterized  as  "a  campaign  unsurpassed  by  any  on 
recoi'd  in  the  elements  Avliich  make  Avar  grand,  terrible,  and 
bloody,' "  but  on  the  other  it  should  also  be  said,  a  campaign 
invested  Avilh  a  glory  that  Avill  never  hide,  since  it  brought 
us  to  vietorjy'  and  to  peace.  At  home,  the  summer  and 
autumn  of  18(H  Avere  the  darkest  period  of  the  Avar.  ]\Ien 
had  learned  to  feel  the  dread  hazards  of  l)attle  to  the  cause 
of  the  country,  as  Avell  as  to  the  lives  of  our  soldiers.  All 
our  available  a1)lc-bodicd  men  had  been  sent  to  the  field. 
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Tlic  draft,  like  a.  lieavy  cloud,  Lrooded  over  our  commuuity. 
A  Presidential  campaign  liad  intervened  to  divide  us  in  our 
counsels,  if  it  did  not  destroy  our  liarniony  of  action.  Our 
comnuinity  seemed  to  rest  under  a  shadow  wliicli  nothing 
could  dispel.  It  was,  however,  the  darlvuess  which  precedes 
the  dawn,  though  the  day  was  as  yet  afar  olf. 

Again  our  t^vo  companies  Avere  in  Virginia  ;  the  Eighteenth 
regiment  being  in  Ayre's  Brigade,  Fifth  Corps,  (AVarren's) 
numl)ering  ahout  three  hundred  men,---  The  Thirty-iifth 
remained  in  the  Ninth  Corps,  with  ahout  two  Imndred  and 
fifty  men  ready  for  duty.-^  The  Corps  was  still  under 
Burnside,  wliose  command  ^vas  independent  of  Gen.  [Meade, 
then  conniianding  the  army  of  the  Potomac.  All  acted 
under  the  orders  of  Gen.  Grant. 

On  tlie  3d  Ma^',  18 04,  at  midniglit,  the  march  began,  the 
Fifth  Corps  having  the  right  of  the  column.  On  the  5th 
Ma}',  while  reconnoitering  for  the  enemy,  the  Eighteenth 
was  the  llrst  regiment  to  encounter  Ewell's  Corps,  then 
moving  in  pursuit.  The  tirst  infantry  man  killed  in  the 
campaign  ])clonged  to  the  Eighteentli,-^  and  it  received  the 
])rnnt  of  tlie  first  assault  of  the  enemy  in  the  l)attles  of  the 
AVilderness.  During  all  those  marvellous  ])attles,  lasting 
three  days,  where  neither  cavalry  nor  artillery  could  he 
used,  where  "not  oidy  were  the  lines  of  battle  entirely  hidden 
from  tlie  sight  of  the  coimnander,  but  no  ofhcer  could  see 
ten  tiles  from  him,"'*^  the  Eighteenth  was  engaged  in 
skirmishing  and  in  assaults  upon  intrencliments.  Xo  fatal 
casualties  occurred  among  our  Dedham  men,  but  Col.  Hayes 
was  severely  Avounded,  and  several  Avere  killed  and  wounded 
in  the  regiment. 

The  Thirty-lifth,  with  the  Ninth   Corps,  crossed  the

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Eai)icliiii  tAVO  days  later,  ancl  passing  over  the  battlegTouiids 
at  Fredericksburg  and  Chancellors ville,  arrived  in  the 
^A'^ildcrness  during  the  second  day's  ])attlc.  In  tlie  moyement 
toward  Spottsylvania,  the  Fifth  Corps  Vv-ere  cliarged  Avith 
the  duty  of  seiziiig  Spottsylyania  Court  House.  Both  the 
Fifth  and  Ninth  Corps  Avere  in  line  of  battle  on  tlie  north 
of  Spottsylyania.-"^  Here  occurred  one  of  the  most  fierce 
and  deadly  struggles  of  tlie  Avar.  In  the  e]]gagement  of 
18th  ]May,  the  Tliirt^'-fifth  participated.  The  r(.'su]t  of  llie 
battles  leaying  the  Union  lines  intact,  another  turning 
moyement  Avas  determined  u])on.  On  the  20tli  i\lay,  the 
hostile  ^armies  again  confronted  each  otlier  at  tlie  Xorth 
Amia  Iiiyer.  The  Eighteent]i,  crossing  at  Jericho  Ford, 
Avas  then  detached  from  its  brigade  to  occupy  an  eminence 
Avhere  it  Avas  exposed  to  a  lieaAy  fire  from  IliU's  Corps, 
during  Avliich  assault  Lieut.  Col.  Vrhite  Avas  younded.  TJic 
ThirtA'-fillli  crossed  on  tlie  24th,  Avhen  it  began  a  brilliant 
skirmish,  follo\yed  l\y  the  AAdiole  brigade.  The  enemy  Averc 
driyen  into  their  Avorks,  but  a  sudden  storm,  and  a  fresh 
Ibi'ce  of  the  enemy,  compelled  them  to  retire.-^ 

On  the  23d  May,  at  the  battle  on  the  North  Anna  EiA'cr, 
Sergeant  John  Finn,  Jr.,  22d  Mass.  Infantry — a  Dedham 
soldier  an  Iio  had  avcU  earned  promotion — receiA'cd  a  Avomid 
on  his  arm,  Avhich  ]-endered  amputation  necessary,  and  he 
died  from  its  ellects  on  the  5th  June. 

Anotlicr  flank  movement  of  the  Union  army  turned  it 
toAvards  the  Chicktihoniiny,  "a  Avct  ditch  on  the  outer 
fort  i  heat  ions  of  Ilichmond,''  and  a  jJace  of  sad  memories  for 
soldiers  of  the  campaign  of  18(32.  I3ut  before  the  passage 
of  the  Chickaliominy,  another  fearful  battle  aAvaited  them 
at  Cold  Harbor.  AVarreifs  Corps,  a  fcAV  days  previous,  had 
oncountei'cd  the  enemy  on  the  Shady  Church  road,  Avhcrc 
a  1)ranch  of  the  Tolopotomy  crossed  it,  and  had  frequent 
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skirmishes  with  the  enemy AVhile  near  Betliesda  Chureh, 
and  holding  a  line  nearly  four  miles  in  extent,  the  enemy 
fell  upon  it  with  great  vigor,  and  inflietcd  a  considerable  loss. 
In  tlie  assaidt  at  Cold  Harbor,  the  Fifth  Corps  did  not 
active!}^  participate.  The  Xinth  Corps  was  partially  engaged, 
and  the  Thirty-fifth  was  employed  in  throwing  up  earth 
works.  Vmt  in  that  blood}'  battle  we  had  a  representative 
in  the  list  of  the  killed.  The  Tvfentieth  Mass.  Inf;intry  was 
with  the  Second  Corps,  (Hancock's)  holding  the  left  of  the 
assaulting  column.  On  the  3d  June,  Private  Alljert  C. 
Bean,  of  Co.  I,  Avas  Avounded,  and  died  five  days  after.  On 
the  7th  June,  the  Eighteenth  reached  tlie  Chickahominy, 
and  after  some  days'  skirmishing,  crossed  on  the  loth  June. 
They  passed  the  James  on  the  16th  June,  and  marched 
directly  to  the  fortifications  in  front  of  Petersburg.  Here 
they  Averc  engaged  in  tln-OAving  up  earth-Avorks  in  the 
presence  of  the  enemy.  On  the  5th  July,  Private  Cyrus 
D.  TcAvksbury,  Avho  had  served  from  the  beginning,  Avas 
jvilled,  the  last  man  of  the  Eighteenth  to  fall  in  battle.  It 
is  a  some\vhat  curious  hct,  and  perhaps  Avortliy  of  mention, 
that  the  first  of  our  Dedham  men  Avho  fell  in  battle  in  18G2, 
and  the  last  just  named,  Averc  cousins,  both  l)elonging  to 
the  same  company  and  regiment,  and  on  fields  not  mau}^ 
miles  distant  from  each  other. 

•  The  Eighteenth  had  noAV  reached  nearly  the  end  of  its 
term  of  service  of  three  years,  and  on  the  20th  July  it  Avas 
ordered  to  Washington  in  anticipation  of  discharge.  Twelve 
of  our  Dedham  men  had  re-enlisted,  and  these,  together 
Avith  those  Avhosc  term  Avas  not  ended,^^  remained  Avith  the 
Eighteenth  Battalion,  and  did  good  servic-e.  When  the 
otficers  were  mustered  out,  this  battalion  Avas  merged  in  the 
Thirty-second  Pegiment.  Among  these  men  Ava>  Private 
Ilemy  C.  ICverett,  Avho  died  in  AVashington,  elan.  19,  18G5. 
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On  the  3cl  September,  18G4,  tlic  old  Eigliteeiitli  Avas 
mustered  out  of  service,  and  its  lionoraljle  record  ciOscd. 
It  had  participated  in  some  fifteen  l)attles.  Of  the  fifty-eight 
who  enlisted  from  Dedham,  eleven  had  fallen  in  the  field, 
six  had  died  from  disease  and  wounds  received  in  battle, 
eight  had  l^ecn  discharged  by  reason  of  wounds,  and  thirteen 
by  reason  of  disal)ility  resulting  from  Avounds.  Of  the  Avliolc 
company,  tAvcnty-three  men  had  either  died  or  fallen  in  1)attle. 

The  regiment  bore  an  honora1)le  part  in  nearly  all  the  great 
general  battles  of  the  army  of  the  Potomac  except  those  of  the 
Peninsula  before  Pichmond,  and  its  tattered  battle-ling  ])ear5 
no  stain,  save  from  the  Idood  of  its  defenders.  AVhilc  often 
called  to  share  in  the  defeat  of  our  arms,  yet  in  the  darkest 
hours  of  the  Avar  it  kept  its  high  discipline,  nnsAverving 
fidelity  and  patriotic  faith ;  and  though  it  saAv  not  the  days 
of  final  A'ictory,  it  aided  in  accomplishing  those  unparalleled 
moA'ements,  and  fighting  those  continuous  battles,  Avhich 
'made  complete  A^ictorj'  possible  at  the  last.  Upon  the  retui'n 
of  the  few  braAx  men  left  of  our  company,  avc  Avelcomed 
them  Avith  fitting  ceremonies,  in  Avhich  avc  all  joined  Avith 
grateful  hearts,  though  sensible  that  the  formalities  of  a  })ul  )lic 
■  occasion  but  inadequately  expressed  our  debt  of  gratitude. 
-  Our  men  of  the  Thirty-llfth  Averc  noAV  destined  to  bear  a 
part  in  the  siege  of  Petersburg,  and  the  closing  campaign. 
At  first  they  Avere  employed  "in  throAving  up  earth-works 
and  batteries,  laA'ing  down  abattis,"  and  in  the  construction 
of  Avorks  ne(TSsarv  for  a  besie^ini:>*  ariuA'.  At  the  memorable 
oxiplosioii  of  the  'Aline,"  July  30th,  it  Avas  their  duty  to 
advance,  after  the  explosion,  and  turn  the  Avorks  of  the 
enemy,  whii  h  they  accomplished.  Pri\'ate  ^Michael  Colbert 
was  killed  in  the  advance  of  the  regiment  over  the  Avorks, 
and  the  regiiiient  lost  one  ofHcer  and  nine  men  killed,  aud 
three  oflicers  and  tAventy-eight  men  wounded. The  dead 


^'It  is  stated  that  the  ro-:iiiU'ut  left  the  crater  under  the  conmiand  of 
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were  buried  under  a  flag  of  triiee.  Being  now  in  the  immediate 
presence  of  the  enemy,  tliey  were  frequently  engag?d,  and 
snliered  considerable  losses,  especially  while  in  position  on 
the  AVeldon  Eailroad.  At  Poplar  Spring  Church,  Sept.  30th, 
the  regiment  ^vas  repulsed  hy  an  attack  on  the  right  and 
rear,  Avith  a  loss  of  niue  killed,  and  one  hundred  and  fitly 
prisoners.  In  the  same  action,  John  Fiske,  foi-merly  a 
Sergeant  in  Co.  I,  but  recently  promoted  to  be  First  Lieut, 
in  the  Fifty-eighth  ]\Iass.  Infantry,  ^vhicli  was  also  engaged, 
was  killed,  and  buried  on  the  tield.  He  A\as  an  efficient 
officer,  and  much  beloved. 

Kothing  decisive  occurred  to  the  regiment  during  the 
winter  of  1864-5.  In  jMarch,  1865,  it  was  removed  to  a 
part  of  Fort  SedgAvick,  about  four  hundred  yards  from  the 
enemy's  works — a  post  of  great  danger,  being  subject  to 
an  almost  continuous  fire, — where  they  passed  one  month. 
On  the  2d  April,  they  assaulted  Fort  ^lahoiie,  the  rebel 
work  opposite,  and  held  a  portion  of  it.  During  the  same 
night  Petersburg  Avas  evacuated  by  the  enemy,  and  on  the 
next  morning,  the  men  had  the  proud  satisfaction  of  marching 
throuiil)  the  streets  of  Petersburo-  with  colors  living-,  band 
playiug,  and  of  receiving,  with  shouts  of  victory  and 
welcome,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  as  he  rode 
along  their  lines.  On  the  9th  April  occurred  the  surrender 
of  Lee  at  Appomattox  Court  House,  and  at  last  peace  had 
come,  crowned  Avith  honor  and  victor}^  The  regiment  passed 
in  review  at  AVashington,  ]May  23d,  reached  ^Massachusetts 
on  the  13th  June,  and  Avere  mustered  out  of  service  on  the 
27111. 

The  Thirty-lifth  saw  nearly  three  years  of  active  and 
arduous  service,  beginning  almost  Avitli  the  day  of  tlieir 
arrival  in  the  held.  On  its  colors  are  inscribed,  l>y  an  order 
of  Gen.  Meade,  tlie  names  of  thirteen  battles,  to  Avhich  was 
afterwards  added  a  fouileenth.  The  record  shows  tiiat  their 
campaigns  were  not  limited  b\'  a  State  or  a  Department,  Init 
that  in  Kentucky,  Fast  Tennessee  and  Mississippi,  as  well  as 
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in  IMaiylancl  and  Virginia,  tliey  were  actively  employed. 
In  many  of  their  1)attles,  their  position  was  among  the  most 
cx])Oscd  to  the  enemy,  and  sometimes  in  the  most  deadly 
conlliets.  Indeed,  it  became  a  proverb  among  the  soldiers 
that  the  connnanding  ofilcer  of  the  Thirty-fifth  was  sure  to 
be  struck  down  in  ever}^  engagement.  Of  the  sixty-eight 
who  enlisted  from  Dedham,  six  were  killed  in  battle,  and 
one  more  died  soon  after  of  his  wounds,  live  died  in  the 
service  from  disease,  eight  were  discharged  on  account  of 
their  wounds,  and  eleven  for  disability. 

At  tlie  expiration  of  their  service,  we  desired  to  give 
them  a  public  welcome,  1)ut  with  a  soldierly  modesty  they 
declined  the  invitation,  sa3'ing  they  ]n-eferred  to  pass  without 
cei'cmony  from  the  life  of  the  soldier  to  that  of  the  citizen. 
AVliilc  then,  we  commemorate  today  the  patriotic  dead,  let 
US  not  forget  to  render  to  the  Jio  less  patriotic  survivors  the 
homage  of  our  hearts.  They  went  from  us  when  days  were 
dark,  and  men  were  few ;  they  returned  Avhen  the  anthems 
of  A'ictory  Avere  resoundiiig  in  our  midst,  and  we  woidd  have 
gi^'eIl  Ihein  glad  shouts  of  welcome  and  of  gratitude.  Yet 
in  their  triumphs,  as  in  their  trials,  they  were  true  to 
themselves,  and  chose  tlie  conscious  rewards  of  duty  done, 
rather  than  tlie  loud  plaudits  of  their  fellovr  citizens. 
,  The  roll  of  the  dead  is  not  yet  complete.  In  other 
rciximents  than  those  to  which  I  have  alreadv  alluded, — 
both  of  our  own  Commonwealth  and  of  other  States — 
are  to  be  found  the  names  of  men  born  and  reared  in 
Dedham.  The  Twenty-fourth,  Twenty-eighth,  Tliii'ty-ninth, 
and  llily-sixth,  each  have  one  representative  upon  our 
tal)lets.  From  two  regiments  of  Massachusetts  cavalry, 
three  names  appear.  Three  died  as  prisoners  of  war,  without 
a  friend  to  minister  to  their  last  necessities,  or  even  to  raise 
for  them  a  humble  headstone.  In  that  hecatomb  at  Fort 
Wagner — where  the  negro  so  nobl}'  vindicated  his  right 
to  the  name  and  fame  of  tlie  soldier — Dedham  had  one 
representative.    Virginia,  the  Carolinas,  and  Georgia,  hold 
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the  ashes  of  Dedliam  men  today.  And  on  tke  banks  of  a 
river  in  far-off  Lonisiana,  wliilc  leading  liis  men  to  the  charge, 
the  galhint  Lathrop  fell,^-  closing  a  long  and  honoraljle 
service,  in  Avhich  rank  was  nobly  earned,  with  a  triumphant 
and  peaceful  death. ^-^ 

Here  I  turn  the  last  page  of  this  sad  but  glorious 
record.  It  has  seemed  to  be  my  duty  to  dvrell  upon  it 
with  some  minuteness  of  detail,  in  order  tliat,  if  possible, 
we  might  today  form  some  conception  of  what  our  soldiers 
did  in  the  war.  But  how  much  must  be  left  untold.  AVhat 
painful,  marches  and  sleepless  nights  ;  Avli.at  dangers  in  the 
picket  line  ;  what  suflerings  from  himger  and  scanty  clothing 
— all  these  the  soldier  himself  cannot  make  us  realize.  But 
the  memor}^  of  these  men,  and  what  they  did,  does  not 
depend  upon  an}^  words  of  mine.  Should  the  tal)lets,  on 
which  you  have  inscril)ed  the  names  of  the  dead,  crumlde 
and  fade  away — should  even  this  cdihce  itself  be  razed  to 
the  ground, — there  never  wdll  be  Avanting  some  faithful 
witness  to  repeat  to  coming  generations  how  they  gave  all 
that  a  man  has  to  give  for  national  unity  and  freedom. 

"  How  sleep  the  brave  who  sink  to  rest, 
AVith  all  their  country's  wishes  blest : 
"SVheu  Spring,  with  dewy  tingers  cokl, 
Ketm-ns  to  deck  their  hallowed  mould, 
She  there  shall  dress  a  sweeter  sod 
Thau  Fancy's  feet  have  ever  trod. 


3- Julius  M.  Lathro])  was  born  May  5,  1840,  and  was  educated  at  the  Ded- 
ham  High  School;  enlisted  in  ISGl  in  the  24th  Mass.  Infantry;  was  com- 
missioned 1st  Lieut.  Sept.  14,  1802,  and  Capt.  Feb.  27.  1803,  in  the  38th 
Mass.  Infantry.  He  was  mortally  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Cane  lUver, 
La.,  23d  April.  1804,  and  died  at  Alexandria,  La.,  20th  Ai)ri!,  ls04.  1  tind 
in  the  '-Story  of  the  Thirty-eighth  Kegt.  Mass.  Volunteers,"  by  Geo.  W. 
Powers,  the  following  statement  of  the  circumstances  of  his  death  :— 
"Capt.  Lathrop  had  rode  in  an  ambulance  the  day  previous,  unable  to 
march;  but  upon  the  approach  of  an  engagement,  had  taken  command 
of  his  company,  and  was  leading  his  men  when  he  received  the  fatal 
shot."— p.  140.  • 
See  Ai)pendix  C. 
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"By  fairy  hands  tlieir  knell  is  rung, 
By  forjns  nnseen,  their  dirge  is  sung. 
Tiiero  Honor  comes,  a  pilgrim  gray, 
To  bless  the  turf  that  wraps  their  clay, 
x\ud  Prcedom  shall  a^Yhilc  repair 
To  dwell,  a  weeping  hermit,  there." 


If  there  be  nny  in  tills  assembly  ^\ho  doiibtingly  asks  to 
Avhat  end  Avas  all  this  sulfering  and  sacriiicc,  and  how  conld 
these  confer  a  Listing  benefit  npoji  the  conntry,  to  him  tliis 
answer  may  now  be  given.  Not  in  onr  day  and  generation, 
perhaps,  vrlll  tlie  purposes  of  these  years  of  trial  and  1)lood 
be  fully  realized.  The  Divine  plans  ripen  in  cycles  of  time 
Avhich  no  man  shall  ventiu'e  to  compnte.  Bnt  some  results 
jire  plain  and  nnmistakeable. 

In  the  iirst  place,  the  odions  system  of  hnman  bondage  has 
become  extinct,  and  in  a  most  marvellous  way.  To  hnman 
foresight,  a  few  years  since,  this  event  seemed  well-nigh 
impossi])k'.  Xevcr  was  a  social  or  political  problem  beset 
with  greater  ditlicnlties  than  any  scheme  of  emancipation. 
No  political  party,  np  to  the  beginning  of  the  war,  ever 
inscribed  u})ori  its  banner  that  dreaded  name.  Bnt  the  sword 
lias  cut  the  Gordian  knot  which  a  centnry  of  discnssion  and 
Icifislation  miaht  have  failed  to  untie.  The  war  has  made 
every  man  nnder  the  Ihig  a  freeman,  and  liencelbrth  slaves 
cannot  breathe  in  the  American  Union.  In  the  words  of  a 
statesman  of  ripe  experience,  one  brought  up  under  the 
shadow  of  slavery — I  I'efer  to  our  present  minister  to  the 
Court  of  St.  James  —  "di'eadfiil  as  the  havoc  has  been, 
])revailing  as  the  slaughter  Avas, — literally  miring  almost 
every  l)attle-lield  with  blood — in  future  times  it  will  be  said 
that  all  As  as  well  spent  in  getting  rid  of  that  blot,  not  of 
our  own  creation,  Init  of  that  blot  that  tarnished  the  fair 
fame  of  the  United  States,  and  gave  the  lie  to  the  Declaration 
of  Indej)endcnce,  by  which  we  claim  our  right  to  freedom." 

Again,  I  answer,  the  war  has  settled  the  supremacy  of 
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the  Union  over  tlic  capricious  will  of  a  disaflcctcd  State. 
Secession  was  made  an  obsolete  word,  with  the  surrender 
at  Appomattox  Court  House,  and  so  let  it  remain  forever. 

The  war  has  cemented  bonds  of  fraternal  aifection  between 
citizens  of  distant  loyal  States.  Side  by  side,  under  the 
same  iiag,  and  Avith  tlie  same  war  cry,  the  regiments  of 
Massachusetts  and  lYisconsin,  ^Nlaine  and  Minnesota,  Kansas 
and  California,  advanced  to  the  deadly  strife ;  and  thiid^ 
you,  that  either  they  or  their  descendants  will  ever  forget 
their  common  sacrifices  in  a  common  cause ;  that  they  can 
ever  be  found  ai-rayed  against  each  other  through  causeless 
jealousies,  or  that  they  will  prove  unfaithful  to  tlie  old 
flag?  In  tliis  Vv\ay  the  war  lias  done  more  to  consolidate 
and  strengthen  the  national  sentiment,  than  orator  or  poet. 
For  some  things  the  sword  is  mightier  than  the  pen. 

The  Avar  has  taught  us  to  have  a  renewed  faitli  in  a 
government  of  the  peojile.  Xo  sovereignty  perhaps  ever 
withstood  so  severe  a  trial  of  its  existence  as  ours.  The 
issue  directly  involved  the  question  whether  a  government, 
chosen  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  laws,  should 
be  permitted  to  exercise  the  authority  which  these  conferred. 
To  maintain  this  right  the  loyal  masses  I'ose  in  their  majesty, 
transformed  tliemselves  into  an  immense  army,  cheerfully 
submitted  to  the  revei'ses,  disappointments  and  trials  of  many 
.severe  campaigns,  and  when  called,  heroically  laid  down 
their  lives.  That  army,  sur]jassing  in  numbers  and  character 
any  the  world  had  seen,  in  spite  of  all  discoui-agements  at 
home  and  abroad,  never  fought  to  accomplish  a  revolution, 
but  to  preserve  the  spirit  and  life  of  the  institutions  which 
had  been  transmitted  to  them  ])y  the  fathers.  Had  the 
greatest  or  the  most  beloved  of  its  commanders  at  any  time 
dared  to  suggest  a  revolution,  in  Avhich  they  should  become 
masters,  not  a  musket  in  the  lines  would  have  signified 
ai:)proval.  And  when  at  last  they  had  achieved  their  high 
purpose,  a  million  and  inore  of  lighting  men,  who,  under 
some  aml)itious   leader,  could  have  seized  the  reins  of 
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govcrninent,  overturned  its  popular  framcAvork,  and  erected 
a  military  despotism,  peacefully  laid  down  tlic  weaponry  of 
war,  and  returned  to  their  accustomed  avocations,  with  an 
attachment  to  the  country  and  its  institutions  ten-fold  greater 
than  ever.  Our  army  has  proved  not  a  danger,  hut  a  strong 
bulwark  of  our  national  liberties.  Achievements  like  these 
confound  all  the  maxims  of  statesmen,  and  violate  all  the 
precedents  of  history,  save  one  ;  and  that  one  was  the 
sublime  act  b}^  which,  at  the  close  of  the  American  Eevo- 
lution,  the  Father  of  his  country  resigned  his  sword,  retired 
to  Mount  Vernon,  and  became,  by  his  own  choice,  only  the 
citizen,  George  AVashington. 

No,  fellow-citizens,  the  blood  of  these  men  whom  we 
commemorate  today,  was  not  shed  in  vain.  The  Almighty 
Father,  without  whom  not  a  sparroAV  falls,  doth  not  so  order 
the  universe.  The  nation  needed  a  purihcation  by  blood, 
and  He  called  upon  us  to  yield  our  bravest  and  our  best  for 
the  sacrifice.  The  price  was  a  fearful  one — but  it  purchased 
for  us  Union,  Freedom,  Honor,  Justice,  and  Peace.

On  Monday  (April  22,  18G1)  a  very  large  gatlieriug  of  ladies  took 
place  at  the  Vestry  of  the  Unitarian  Church,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing 
clothing  and  other  necessary  articles  for  the  troops.  A.  large  amount  of 
material  had  already  been  obtained,  and  work  was  at  once  commenced; 
and  before  twelve  o'clock  the  foUowbig  jnorning  nearly  one  hundred 
flannel  shirts  had  been  made  up,  sixty  of  which  were  at  once  sent  to 
Governor  xindrew,  accompanied  by  the  following  note  : 

"Dedham,  April  23,  18G1. 

GovETixoR  Andrew, 
Dear  Sir,— 

The  Ladies  of  Dedham  have  the  satisi^Tction  of  sending  you  sixty 
flannel  shirts,  for  the  troops  who  are  about  going  South  in  the  defence 
of  our  country  and  the  support  of  her  government.  We  send  these  gar- 
ments with  our  blessing  and  our  prayers,  with  a  tender  sympathy  and 
an  earnest  God-speed  to  the  true-hearted  patriots  who  are  ready  to 
sacrifice  so  much  in  a  noble  cause. 

May  the  dark  clouds  now  gathering  around  us,  ere  long  be  dis- 
persed, and  our  beloved  country  become  again  the  abode  of  prosperity 
and  peace." 

More  than  three  hundred  dollars  worth  of  material  has  already  been 
made  into  garments  by  the  ladies,  most  of  which  will  1)0  applied  to  the 
use  of  the  volunteers  from  this  town,  and  this  noble  work  of  good  women 
has  by  no  means  ceased.

A  Sunday  well  Spent. — Dedham  was  in  no  sense  behind  her  sister 
t0T^^lS  in  the  good  work  of  furnishing  aid  and  ^succor  to  the  sick  and 
wounded  of  our  soldiers,  in  response  to  the  call  so  suddenly  made  on 
Sunday  morning  last.  The  usual  services  in  the  churches  were  at  once 
suspended,  and  men,  women  and  children  went  to  work  with  a  will. 
Such  a  day  was  never  before  seen  in  this  town.  Sixteen  large  packages 
of  necessary  artich's  wore  sent  on  Sunday  afternoon,  including  a  large 
amount  of  clothing,  bandages,  lint,  jellies,  cordials,  &,c.,  and  more  has 
since  been  dcspatclied  to  the  same  destination.

One  name  ^Yas  not  menlioncd  in  tlie  delivery  of  tliis  address,  which 
must  have  recurred  to  the  memories  of  many  of  my  hearers,  as  it  did 
frequently  to  mine  in  preparing  it.  I  refer  to  the  late  Coinmodore  Ger- 
sliom  J.  Van  Brunt,  U.  S.  N.,  for  many  years  a  resident  in  Dedham.  The 
necessity  of  adhering  to  a  succinct  narrative  of  the  campaigns  of  our 
soldiers,  in  order  to  bring  my  address  within  reasonable  limits,  restrained 
me  from  any  extended  personal  tributes — even  to  the  character  of  this 
gallant  ofticer  and  true-hearted  man.  He  was  a  native  of  ISTew  Jersey, 
and  entered  the  service  from  that  State  in  181 S.  In  the  spring  of  18G1 
he  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  steam  frigate  Minnesota,  was 
employed  in  the  severe  and  trying  blockade  service  at  Hampton  Ivoads, 
and  also  took  an  important  part  in  the  reduction  of  the  Hatteras  Forts. 
He  was  subsequently  entrusted  with  the  supervision  and  equipment  of 
the  expedition  to  New  Orleans,  under  Gen.  Banks,  and  at  the  thne  of 
his  death  was  acting  under  the  orders  of  th.e  War  Department  as  In- 
spector of  Transports  for  the  Iscw  England  District.  He  received  his 
commission  as  Cominodore  in  July,  18G2.  He  died  at  his  residence  in 
Dedham,  Deceml)er  17,  1SG3.  Those  of  us  wlio  saw  him  in  the  early 
daj-s  of  the  rebellion,  or  who  knew  of  his  services  afterwards,  will  not 
soon  forget  his  fervent  zeal,  lofty  patriotism  and  unswerving  faith  in  the 
ultimate  triumph  of  tlie  Ihig  of  his  country. 


■  As  any  account  of  what  was  done  in  Dedham  for  our  soldiers  during 
the  war  would  be  imperfect  which  omitted  to  mention  the  faithful  and 
efficient  labors  of  the  "Dedham  Ladies'  Soldiers  Aid  Society,"  the  fol- 
lowing abstracts  are  made  from  the  Secretary's  Keport  for  the  year  end- 
ing Oct.  32,  18G5  : 

This  Society  was  organized  Oct.  12,  18G1,  with  suitable  officers,  and 
held  weekly  meetings  till  the  end  of  armed  resistance  to  the  government. 
The  funds  received  during  the  four  years,  amounted  to  SOOtO.OG,  and  the 
expenditures  to  §2021.42.  These  moneys  were  raised  by  annual  assess- 
ments, by  donations  from  individuals,  by  the  sale  of  some  articles  left 
from  the  Dediiam  table  at  the  Sanitary  Fair  in  Boston,  by  collections 
taken  in  the  various  religious  societies,  l)y  concerts,  amateur  theatrical 
entertainments,  tableaux,  lectures,  Szq. 

Of  the  materials  purchased,  the  ladies  made  up  a  large  part  them- 
selves, and  the  rest  was  made  at  their  individual  expense,  ]Many  con- 
tributions of  partly  worn  clothing  were  received,  repaired  and  forv.  ardcd. 
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Besides  contributing  bandages,  the  Society  re-rolled  many  himdreds  of 
tlicm,  sent  from  the  Sanitary  Connnis.sion  rooms  in  Boston,  and  several 
times  received  the  tlianks  of  tlie  Executive  Committee  for  the  important 
aid  thus  rendered. 

During  the  first  year  the  supplies  wd'e  sent  in  various  directions ; 
to  the  Sanitary  Commission ;  the  Union  Aid  Society  at  St.  Louis ;  the 
K.  E.  ^y.  A.  A.  in  Boston;  to  ladies  in  Philadelphia;  to  Cavalry  Regi- 
ment at  l^cadville  ;  to  Hospital  at  Alexandria,  Va. ;  to  Eorts  \yarreu  and 
Independence;  and  on  Sunday,  Aug.  31,  18G2,the  inhabitants  of  Dedham 
united  in  sending  fifteen  boxes  to  "Washington. 

The  second  year  the  supplies,  Avitli  few  exceptions,  Avere  sent  some- 
times to  the  hospitals  in  Philadelphia,  and  sometimes  to  thcN.  E.  W.  A. 
A.  Since  Oct.  18C2,  all  contributions  have  been  sent  to  the  latter  Asso- 
ciation, except  a  ^  resent  of  mittens,  needle  cases,  &c.,  to  the  9th  liegt. 
U.  S.  Colo]-cd  Troops. 

The  total  number  of  articles  forwarded,  as  nearly  as  can  be  now 
ascertained,  i^  70!j7.  This  does  not  include  bandages,  rolls  of  cotton, 
linen  and  tlanncl.  some  of  which  accompanied  nearly  every  contribution, 
nor  wines,  jellies,  and  other  delicacies  so  necessary  in  a  hospital,  of 
which  nearly  every  box  contained  more  or  less. 

Besides  this  Society,  a  similar  one  existed  in  South  Dedham,  of 
whose  labors  no  account  is  now  accessible.

Voicd,  That  the  families  of  our  citizens  who  have  already  enlisted, 
or  shall  enlist,  for  service  under  the  United  States,  shall  not  want  during 
their  absence. 

That  every  volunteer,  for  each  day  spent  in  elementary  d)-ill,  be  paid 
one  dollar  and  llfty  cents,  from  the  2Gth  day  of  April  last,  until  the  Com- 
pany is  accepted  by  the  State. 

That  each  man  be  furnished  with  a  good  serviceable  and  substantial 
outfit. 

To  this  end,  and  for  the  use  of  the  volunteers  and  their  families,  that 
the  ToAvn  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow,  for  the  aboA'e  purposes, 
to  the  amount  of  Ten  I'liousand  Dollars. 

A  Committee  of  eleven  Avere  chosen  to  carry  the  above  into  cfl'ect. 
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VoteO,  That  each  vohmtcer  be  paid  $10  per  month,  in  addition  to 
the  pay  from  Government,  for  three  months  from  the  time  of  the  Com- 
pany's acceptance  by  the  State. 

The  following  Ecsolution  was  adopted  : 

Besolvecl,  That  tlie  Town  of  Dcdham  is  fully  sensible  of  the  mo- 
mentons  issues  in  our  national  affairs,  and  by  her  appropriations  today 
has  evinced  her  patriotism  a  ad  loyalty  to  the  Constitution.  She  pledges 
herself  to  stand  by  her  volunteers  and  protect  them  and  their  families 
during  the  war. 

In  Town  Meeting,  May  27th,  ISGl. 

Voted,  That  the  tiimilies  of  the  present  residents  of  this  town  v.iio 
have  already  enlisted,  or  may  hereafter  enlist,  into  the  Company  of  the 
Dedham  volunteers,  shall  receive  from  the  town,  by  order  of  the  Select- 
men, such  necessary  aid  and  assistance  as  they  shall  require,  during  tlie 
absence  of  such  volunteers  in  the  service  of  the  State  or  the  United 
States,  the  Selectmen  of  the  toAvu  being  authorized  to  give  aid  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  families  and  the  town. 

Voted,  That  the  town  do  ratify  and  contirm  all  contracts  and  en- 
gagements made  by  the  Conimittoe  chosen  on  the  Gili  inst.,  and  that  they 
be  authorized  to  carry  out  and  complete  any  arrangements  they  have 
made  or  may  hereafter  make,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Gth 
inst.,  relative  to  the  outfits  for  the  volunteers;  and  that  said  Committee 
be  authorized  to  pay  the  volunteers  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  tifty  cents 
each  for  each  day  spent  in  elementary  drill,  from  the  2Gth  day  of  April 
until  the  2od  day  of  May,  18G1.  But  no  volunteer  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  drilling  who  lias  voluntarily  left  tlie  Company  now  formed 
in  Dedham. 

Voted,  That  the  Committee  luake  a  return  of  their  doings  to  the 
Selectmen  after  they  shall  have  completed  the  duties  assigned  them,  and 
thereupon  be  discharged. 

Voted,  That  the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow,  under  llie 
direction  of  the  Selectmen,  $8,000,  for  the  purposes  specified  in  these 
votes. 

T'oitf?,  That  all  votes  passed  on  the  Gth  day  of  INIay,  "svitli  reference 
to  the  volunteers,  be  reconsidered.* 


*  By  Stat.  ISGG,  Chap.  1G8,  the  town  of  Dedham  was  authorized  to 
raise  by  tax  a  sum  of  money  suUicieut  to  pay  the  volunteers  of  this 
company  who  were  residents  therein  at  the  time  of  their  enli-tment,  and 
Avere  subsequently  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and 
continued  in  such  service  until  honorably  discharged,  seventy-live  dollars 
each,  for  time  spent  in  military  drill  previous  to  such  eidistment,  pro- 
vided that  the  whole  sura  so  raised  shall  not  exceed  $r>.000.  At  a  town 
meeting,  June  4,  18GG,  the  town  appropriated  $4,500  for  the  purposes 
enumerated  in  the  Statute. 
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Id  To^vn  Mecliug,  July  21,  18G2. 

Voted,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  paid  as  a  bounty  to

such  volunteer  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  Selectmen  that 
he  has  been  duly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Voted,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  be  authorized  to  borrow 
immediately  for  the  use  and  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  a  sum  ilot  exceeding 
sixty-nine  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purposes  named  in  the  foregoing  vote. 

Voted,  That  all  the  provisions  heretofore  made  by  the  Town,  and 
now  existing  for  the  support  and  aid  of  families  of  volunteers  in  the 
service  o.f  the  United  States,  be  extended  and  confirmed  to  the  families 
of  all  persons  residing  in  the  town  of  Dedham  who  shall  volunteer  in 
such  service,  under  the  requisition  of  said  General  Order  No.  20  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

In  Town  Meeting,  August  25,  18G2. 

Voted,  That  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  be  paid  to  any  resident 
of  the  town  of  Dedham,  who  shall,  before  the  third  day  of  September 
next,  volunteer  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  the  term  of  nine 
months,  and  in  a  Company  of  volunteer  militia  to  be  enrolled  in  the  town 
of  Dedham,  in  anticipation  of  a  draft  upon  the  enrolled  militia  of  said 
towji,  under  an  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  bearing  date 
August  4th,  18G2,  the  same  to  be  payable  to  each  volunteer  when  he  shall 
be  enlisted  and  mustered  into  service — provided  the  number  of  such 
volunteers  shall  not  exceed  the  quota  required  of  said  town,  b}'  the  Gov- 
erjior  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  pursuance  of  said  order  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States ;  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow 
money,  in  behalf  of  the  town,  to  meet  the  appropriation  herein  made. 

Voted,  That  the  provisions  heretofore  made  by  the  town  for  tlie 
benefit  of  the  families  of  volunteers  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
from  Dedham,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
extended  and  confirmed  to  the  families  in  the  Company  of  volunteer 
militia,  named  in  the  preceding  vote,  during  the  said  period  of  nine 
months. 

A  Committee  was  also  chosen  to  cause  recruiting  offices  to  be  open- 
ed, and  to  give  their  time  and  attention  to  aid  in  the  enlistment  of  said 
Company. 

In  Town  Meetiug,  September  15,  18G2. 

The  town  amended  the  vote  passed  August  25th,  so  as  to  apply  to 
all  volunteers  accepted  and  mustered  into  the  service  and  credited  upon 
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the  quota  of  Dcdham,  under  the  order  of  the  President  for  a  draft  of 
300,000  men  for  nine  months,  and  the  faith  of  tlie  town  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  money  as  aforesaid,  as  soon  as  authority  therefor  shall  be 
granted  by  the  Legislature. 

(By  Stat.  18G3,  Chap.  38,  the  votes  of  July  21,  August  25,  and  Sep- 
tember 15,  were  legalized.) 

In  Town  Meeting,  July  27,  18G3. 

Voted,  That  all  men  drafted  from  the  town  of  Dedham,  and  actually 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  under  the  act  of  March 
3,  1SC3,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  State  and  Town  aid  for  their  families  and 
dependents,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  and  restrictions  which  now 
govern  the  Selectmen  in  their  disbursements  to  the  families  of  IMassa- 
chusetts  volunteers. 

The  Town  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  borrow  money  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  of  this  vote. 

(By  Stat.  18G3,  Chap.  17G,  this  vote  was  authorized.) 

In  Town  Meeting,  December  7,  1SG3.  ' . 

The  Selectmen  were  authorized  to  pay  "Town  xVid"' to  the  families 
of  residents  of  Dedham  who  have  enlisted  into  the  United  States  Ser- 
vice, or  who  should  thereafter  enlist  as  part  of  the  quota  of  the  town 
'under  the  call  of  the  President,  Oct.  17,  1SG3,  for  300,000  volunteers. 

In  Town  Meeting,  April  4,  ISG^. 

The  sum  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars,  to  repay  and  refund  money 
contributed  by  individuals  in  aid  of  procuring  the  town's  quota,  called 
for  under  orders  of  the  President,  dated  Octol)er  17,  18G3,  and  Pebruary 
'i,  18G4,  it  was  voted  to  raise  by  taxation. 

Voted,  That  the  Treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  be 
authorized  to  borrow  money,  to  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  this  town's  proportion  of  the 
quota  of  volunteers  in  the  military  service,  called  for  from  this  Common- 
wealih  by  the  President,  under  order  of  March  14,  18G4— provided  the 
amount  of  money  so  raised  and  applied  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
liundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  volunteer,  enlisted  in  said  ser- 
vice as  part  of  the  quota  of  this  town,  under  said  order.

In  Town  Meeting,  July  25,  18G4. 

A  vote  was  passed  in  the  same  terms  as  the  last  preceding  vote, 
applicable  to  the  order  of  the  President,  dated  July  18,  18G4. 
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In  Town  Meeting,  December  5,  18G4. 
Voted.  That  the  vSelectmcn  be  antliorized  to  borrow  monej^  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring-  the  town's  proportion  of  the  quota  of  volunteers, 
whenever  tlie  President  shall  have  issued  another  call  for  men,  the  sum 
not  to  exceed  $.125  for  each  volunleer  enlisted. 

In  Town  Meeting,  November  7,  18G5. 

Voted,  That  a  sum  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  be 
paid  from  the  Town  Treasnr^'  to  the  subscribers  to  the  Voluntary  War 
Loan  Tundj  collected  in  accordance  with  vote  of  citizens,  November  21, 
1864.
